Brown, whose resignation as

lished by the Trans-American 
Publishing Co. of Chicago, the Ca- 
pone organization. Brown's new 
office will be on Seventh street, 
not far from the Fullerton Build- 
ing headquarters of Pioneer, Inc.

EASES POWER STRIKE THREAT 


13-Ct.-an-Hour Pay Rise for Union Electric 
Workers Now, Another 3 Cts. June 30 


—3 Locals to 


Vote on Offer. 


Probability of an _ electrical 
workers’ strike that would cut off 


“power in the St. Louis area dimin- 


ished last night with the announce- 
ment that an interim agreement 
had been reached between the 
Union Electric Co. and negotia- 
tors for three AFL locals. 


After all-day meetings yestérday 
and Friday, Federal Conciliator 
Charles Wheeler announced the 
following terms had been agreed 
upon by the utility and represent- 
atives of Locals 1439, 309 and 649 
of the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers: 


An increase of 13 cents an 
a over present wage scales 
or the period from Jan. 1 to 
June 30, 1947. 

An additional increase of 3 
cents an hour for the period 


from June 30, 1947 to March 31, 
1948. 

Extension of the present con- 
tract to March 31, 1948, with 
slight modifications in grievance 
and arbitration procedures and 
a modification in the termina- 
tion clause. 

Local 1439 Kad authorized a 
strike by a vote of 806 to 7, to 
begin either next Friday or on 
Feb, 10. Locals 309 and 649 had 
notified the company they intend- 
ed to strike but had not yet taken 
a vote. ;

LISBON, Feb. 1 (AP)— Sixteen 
persons were killed and one man 
survived today when a French 
passenger plane en route from 


Paris to’ Lisbon crashed into a 
peak and fell in flames near the 
ancient royal mountain resort of 
Cintra, on Portugal's seacoast 12 
miles northwest of Lisbon. 
Portuguese authorities said the 
plane carried 12 passengers and a 
crew of five.

The survivor, Eugene Leonard, aj}

ACTOR JORGE VELEZ AND WIFE 
THOUGHT TO BE IN NEW. YORK 


Left Mexico Secretly by Plane; 
Wounded Last Week by 


Gunmen, 

NEW YORK, Feb. 1 (UP) — 
Jorge Velez, Mexican movie actor, 
was believed to have arrived in 
New York with his wealthy wife, 
Margarita, today, a week after 
gunmen killed his wife’s sister-in- 
law in an attempt to assassinate 
him. 

The. couple left Mexico City 
secretly last night on a plane 
which arrived in New York ‘this 
morning. Velez and his wife were 
en route to Rome to ask the 
Pope’s permission for a church 
wedding in St. Peter’s basilica. 

Velez's wife 1s the widow of for- 
mer Communicatiohs Minister 
Maximino Avila Camacho, brother 
of Mexico’s former president. 
Maximino’s son by a previous mar- 
riage, Luis Avila Binder, and two 
others have been jailed, One of 
them, Velez’s chauffeur, said he 
was paid $2000 to tell the hour of 
Velez’s departure, Avila Binder 
told police his stepmother was

CARE OF SENILE 

MAIOR FACTOR IK 
PLIGHT OF FULTON 
STATE HOSPITAL 


House to Study Ways to 
Improve System — In- 
stitution Well-Equipped 
but Hindered by Lack 


of Personnel.

FULTON, Mo., Feb. 1 — State 
Hospital No. 1, the oldest of, Mis- 
souri’s four hospitals for mental 
patients, has a physical plant that 
makes it one of the best-equipped 
institutions of its kind in the mid- 
west, but a visit to the hospital 
makes one wonder whether this 
is a mental institution or a poor- 
house, 

Patients who are incurable be- 
cause of senility, but who require 
four or five times the amount of 
physical care that is needed by 
patients with curable mental dis- 
orders, constitute such a burden 
as to threaten to defeat the basic 
purpose of the institution. The 
fact that the hospital is grossly 
understaffed is another serious 
handicap, 

In spite of these difficulties, the 
institution has a record of accom- 
plishment which is commendable 
in itself, and serves to indicate 


what might be achieved under fa- 
vorable circumstances. 

The plight of this institution will 
be the first item on the agenda of 
the special committee of the State 
House of Represenatives appoint- 
ed to study means of improving 
the eleemosynary hospital system. 
The committee, which paid a sur- 
prise visit to Fulton three days 
ago, will begin hearings next 
Wednesday, and the first session 
will deal with State Hospital No. 1. 


Stud Urapeb Donnelly,

patients is not new, nor is it pe- 
culiar:to the hospital at Fulton. 
In his inaugural message two 
years ago, Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
spoke of the increasing need for 
distinguishing . between custodial 
care and curative treatment in 
the state hospitals. And he em- 
phasized the problem again when, 
in his message to the Sixty-fourth 
General Assembly last Jan. 8, he 
recommended a restudy of‘the en- 
tire state hospital situation. 

Counties placing patients in a 
state institution formerly were 
charged $18 per month per patient. 
When the fee was reduced to $6 in 
1935, making it far cheaper to let 
the state take care of senile per- 
sons than to provide for them in 
the home county, some counties 
virtually emptied their poorhouses. 
Thirty-five Missouri counties have 
discontinued their poor farms. 
Legislators have asserted that 
even private patients are being 
dumped on the state in the guise 
of county clrarges, with relatives 
reimbursing the county for the 
$6 fee. 

Gov. Donnelly has recommended 
that the law be changed to require 
that counties pay $25 per month 
per patient. 

600 Senile Patients. 

The hospital at Fulton has 2502 
patients, which is near capacity.

Rumors Spread That Con-

A reliable informant said the 
Palestine Government had in- 
formed Jewish Agency leaders 
that if Gruner, a tall bushy-haired 
Hungarian Jew, is hanged, Pales- 
tine would be placed under 24- 
hour curfew. If any violence oc- 
curs, as hag been threatened by 
Irgun Zvai Leumi, the under- 
ground group, martial law will be 
imposed on some parts of the 
country, the Jewish leaders were 
told. 


Gruner, clad in the dyed red 
overalls of a condemned man, sat 
in his cell in a Jerusalem jail 
with the draft of an appeal for 
permission to take his case to a 
higher court still unsigned. He 
was sentenced to death on Jan. 2 
for an attack on a police station 
nine months before. 


Attorneys for Gruner, who be- 
came an underground expert by 
dodging Adolf Hitler’s men, said 
he did not want to appeal. It was 
understood the Palestine Govern- 
ment had given him until tomor- 
row to decide. 

Tension mounted because of 
Gruner’s stand, since most ob- 
servers believe that his hanging 
would result in MIrgun Zvai 
Leumi’s making good its previous 
threat of “immediate reaction” to 
his execution. 

The Rehavia quarter, contain- 
ing the Jewish Agency and other 
Jewish national offices, was heavi- 
ly fortified during the day. 

Spot identity checks were made 
throughout Jerusalem all day. 
Road-blocks manned by troops in 
Bren carriers and tommy gunners 
were established on all roads lead- 
ing’ into the city. 


One reliable informant said. a 
Jewish Agency leader was _ in- 
formed by Gen. Sir Alan Cunning- 
ham, the Palestine high commis- 
sioner, that curfew and martial 
law might be necessary because 
the agency had “failed to take its 
own steps to curb terrorism.”

Other Such Instances. 

This is merely one of a number 
of instances in which the Rus- 
Sians have taken their complaints 
against the western Allies before 
the German people. Marshal Vas- 
sily D. Sokolovsky, the Russian 
military governor of Germany, 
used the German press a few days 
ago to accuse the United States 
and Britain of “doing their ut- 
most” to sabotage a unified four- 
power report on the occupation 
for the Moscow conference next 
month.

The Senate committee direct- 
ed the department to make its re- 
port on proposed rate increases 
by Feb. 18. This will be only the 
starting point of a controversy if 
it attempts to raise second-class 
rates much above the present 
level. The hearings, however, will 
clear up some misconceptions 
about “subsidies” and perhgps 
show where the Government 
money goes and why. 

Deficit in Second Class. | 
No official figures are yet avai)- 
able for the amount of the excess 
of expenditures over revenues 
from second class rates for the 
1946 fiscal year. The department’s 
annual report is still being com- 
piled. The latest figure for this 
category is for fiscal 1945, when 
the deficit in this division was 
$107,211,643. During that year, 
however, the surplus for the en- 
tire department was $162,642,000. 
This was possible because the 
“profit” on first class mail was 
$241,616,859, of which $81,554,089 
was from local deliveries. 

The seeond class deficit for 1945 
was broken down by the depart- 
ment in a “cost ascertaining re- 
port,” in a manner challenged by

The 
wartime rates during the current 
fisca) year brought in about $200,- 
000,000. If they: are retained, this 
same amount will be applicable in 
1948 to the prospective deficit. The 
problem will be to find ways and 
means to wipe out the remainder. 


Senator James FE. Murray 
(Dem.) of Montana, retiring chair- 
man of the Senate Small Business 
Committee, is opposed to any hor- 
izontal rate increase that would 
affect small newspapers. He says, 
however, that national magazines 
and large newspapers “can and 
should pay their way.”

ship.” 

“Not Sold on Plan.” 


“I understand the Mayor was 
mot completely sold on the plan 
himself, and he was not a good 
rallying point,” Kojetinsky said. 
“With the argument involving him 
out of the way, those CIO mem- 
bers favorabie to a peace plan 
have #@ new talking point.” 

Kojetinsky suggested as a pos- 
sible starting point for a new 
movement for an industrial peace 
plan the selection of an outstand- 
ing public personality, not con- 
nected with politics, as a figure 
around which to build. He said 
he believed that management 
would be amenable, provided the 
proper public individual agreed to 
. Serve. 

“Some major groups in the CIO 
are still discussing the peace plan 
idea, and a proposal] of CIO origin 
might get support at a roll call 
vote in the council,” Kojetinsky 
said, 

Establishment of an industrial 

' peace plan, similar to the Toledo 
Plan, already has the indorsement 
of the CIO United Retail, Whole- 
gale and Department Store Em- 
ployes of America. At a meeting 
last Monday. night 300 shop stew- 
ards, representing more than 6000 
union members, unanimously in- 
dorsed the idea, asserting, ‘““‘There 
are certain merits in the solution 
of industrial disputes on a com- 
munity basis.” 

Motion Defeated by CIO. | 

The CIO Industrial Union Coun- 
cil last October tabled Mayor 
Kaufmann’s invitation to partici- 
pate in his plan. At a meeting 
several] weeks ago the council dis- 
cussed a proposal that a commit- 
tee be appointed to explore various 
labor peace plans, but the motion 
was aifpeten by the delegates. 
Kojetinfky pointed out that the 
matter can be brought up again. 

John I, Rollings, executive sec- 
retary of the AFL Central Trades 
& Labor Union, said the Mayor’s 
withdrawal as sponsor of the pro- 
posed peace plan “makes no dif- 
ference in our position.” “Our ob- 
jection was not to the sponsorship, 
but to the plan idea itself,” Roll- 
ings explained. “Our position is 
unchanged.” 

The Central Trades at first vot- 
ed limited acceptance of the May- 
or's invitation to participate in his 
plan, leaving the extent of partici- 
pation to be determined by the 
business agents of the various 
member unions. The business 
agents rejected participation in 
any form, and the Central Trades 
then rescinded its conditional ac- 
ceptance. 


MAYOR OF DETROIT 
NAMES COMMITTEE 


DETROIT, Feb. 1 (AP) — A 
labor - management - citizens com- 
mittee of 18 was named by Mayor 
Edward J. Jeffries today to in- 
vestigate the feasibility of apply- 
ing the Toledo “industrial peace 
plan” to Detroit. 

Mayor Jeffries, choosing 
among the city’s best known 
mames in civic affairs, . business 
and labor, named former Police 
Commissioner Frank D. Eaman 
chairman and asked the group to 
meet in March. 

Appointees included Cardinal 
Edward Mooney, Archbishop of 
Detroit: Henry Ford II, president 
of the Ford Motor Co.; C. E. Wil- 
son, president of General Motors 
Corp.; Charles T. Fisher Jr., presi- 
dent of the National Bank of De- 
troit, and Dr, David D. Henry, 
president of Wayne University. 

From labor, Mayor Jeffries 
chose Walter P. Reuther, presi- 
dent of the CIO United Auto 
Workers; Frank X. Martel, presi- 
dent of the Detroit and Wayne 
County Federation of Labor 
‘AFL) August Scholle, president 
of the Michigan CIO Council, and 
others. 

The Toledo plan sets up a per- 
manent panel of labor, industry 
and public members who make 
themselves available for arbitra- 
tion of disputes.

cases, it becomes apparent that 
the hospital has more than it can 
handle properly. . 

“If probate courts commit aged 
patients, we have no choice but to 
accept them,” explained Dr. W. J. 
Cremer, superintendent. “But they 
are a terrific drag, especially with 
a limited staff and the patients 
who are curable suffer for it. I 
am convinced we could materially 
step up our cures if we were re- 
lieved of the senile cases.” 

Fulton has a staff of eight 
physicians, or one to each 312 
patients. By state law, it is per- 
mitted one doctor to every 150 
patients but state salaries ranging 
from $2400 to $4200 cannot com- 
pete with those offered by the 
Veterans’ Administration or some 
other states. 

“We're a training school for the 
West,” an official of the Missouri 
Department of Health and Wel- 
fare complained in referring to 
the exodus of pergonnel who had 
trained in the state institutions 
and then tak more lucrative 
jobs in California and other states 


290 Attendants, One Nurse. 


Fulton has a staff of about 290 
attendants, but only one regi- 
stered nurse. The trained person- 
nel shortage has the institution 
worried for fear it might lose its 
recognition by the American psy- 
chiatric Association, which sets a 
standard of one trained worker 
for every five patients in the 
acute ailment category. 


Unable to hire occupational 
therapists, the hospital has been 
forced to limit its occupational 
therapy to sewing, embroidery 
and the like for about 25 patients 
aday. Attendants are well 
trained, however, and manage to 
take care of much of the work of 
nurses and assistants. 

Plant and equipment are strik- 
ingly complete and up to date. 
There are facilities for insulin, 
metrazol and electric shock ther- 
apy, psychotherapy, diathermy 


and hydrotherapy. Artificial fever d 


machines are used in treatment 
of paresis, inducing a fever of 104 
or 105 degrees which is main- 
tained for three to four hours and 
applied in an 80-hour course 
spread over 20 weeks. 

The eight buildings Include a 
five-story hospital with facilities 
for treating cancer, performing 
major operations and treating all 
the ailments, ranging from tooth- 
ache to appendicitis. Other struc- 
tures include a building for hous- 
ing criminal insane, a dormitory 
for tuberculars and a building for 
elderly women. The institution 
has a dairy herd and raises gar- 
den produce and dairy feed. 

Every effort has been made to 
dispel the. old asylum atmosphere. 
In the newer building erected 10 
years ago, bars on windows have 
been eliminated, Patients amena- 
ble to treatment are segregated 
from incurables, and the chance 
for recovery is emphasized. Cura- 

les are told they are not in the 
state hospital but in the state hos- 
pital clinic, and many cases re- 
ceive special therapy and return 
to their homes’ without having 
seen the divisions for chronic pa- 
tients. 


Movies in Wards, Dances. 


A 16 millimeter motion picture 
machine is taken into a different 
ward each day, and a feature pic- 
ture is shown every Friday night. 
Tuesday night is dance night and 
Protestant and Catholic church 
services are conducted every Sun- 
day.* 

In 1946 the hospital recorded 
536 admissions and:433 separations. 
Of those admitted 204 were senile 
persons or pre-senile (sclerotic) 
cases, and 46 were former patients 
returning following relapses. The 
hospital discharged 24 as fully re- 
covered and found that 140 who 
had been released “on parole” had 
made good after a one year trial 
period. There were 269 others who 
had been released on probation 
and whose year of trial was yet 
to be completed. 

The state building and planning 
commission has recommended a 
$460,500 building program for the 
hospital which calls, in order of 
importance, for a store room, dor- 
mitory to house 300 employes, four 
bungalows for officials and their 
families, a chapel to serve all de- 
nominations, a garage, a calf barn 
and a bakery. The need of a 
store room is considered most ur- 
gent because of the old one being 
destroyed by fire and storage of 
materials in the building where 
elderly women are housed consti- 
tutes a fire hazard. ; 

But more important than build- 
ings are the shortage of doctors 
and nurses and the increasing bur- 
den presented by senile patients 
whe need custodial care rather 
than curative treatment.

KANSAS CITY STAR CARRIERS 
END STRIKE AFTER 16 DAYS 


Agreement Reached in Negotiations With 
Pressmen’s Union President—Newspaper 
Will Resume Publication Tomorrow 


KANSAS CITY, Feb. 1 (AP)— 
The Kansas City Star announced 
tonight that an agreement had 
been reached ending the strike of 
a group of contract carriers that 
has prevented the newspaper from 
publishing for the past 16 days. 

The agreement was reached at 
Pressmen’s Home, Tenn., between 
Roy A. Roberts, managing editor 
of the Star, and George L. Berry, 
president of the International 
Printing Pressmen’s Union. The 
newspaper will resume publication 
Monday morning. 

A study of the legal status of 
the striking carriers will be made, 
the Star said, and in the mean- 
time the carriers association will 
resume distribution of the news- 
paper which has not published 
since Jan, 17. 

The Star said that the manage- 
ment had agreed that there would 
be no discrimination against the 
carriers participating in the strike. 

An increase in wages for the 
pressmen that had been under dis- 
cussion was agreed on, Details of 
the wage agreement had not been 
received here, the Star added. 

A group of carriers, affiliated 
with the AFL International Press- 
men and Assistants Union, set up 
a picket line around the Star 
after the newspaper management 
declined to recognize the union as 
a bargaining agent for the con- 
tract carriers, Pressmen and com- 
posing room workers refused to 
cross the line. 

The Star management contend- 
ed that the carriers were not em- 
ployes but worked under inde- 
pendent contracts. 

Roberts and two other mem- 
bers of the Star’s board of di- 
rectors accepted Berry’s invita- 
tion to confer with him at Press- 
men’s Home after the union head 
said his health prevented him 
from coming to Kansas City. 


STRIKE SITUATION 
ON OTHER PAPERS 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1 (AP)— 


Strikes have suspended or affected 
the operation of daily newspapers 


in seven widely-scattered cities 
of the nation with one of them—

In Rochester, N.Y., news-hungry 
residents have been without local 
daily publications since Nov. 8 as 
the result of a strike by members 
of the AFL International Typo- 
graphical Union against the morn- 
ing Democrat & Chronicle and 
the afternoon Times-Union, 


Other newspaper strikes are in 
progress at Springfield, Mass., 
Clovis, N. M., and Trenton, N. J. 
The Trenton strike also a dispute 
between the afternoon Times and 
the ITU over wages and working 
conditions—-was a year old last 
Jan, 11. A strike that forced sus- 
pension of publicationsof the Kan- 
sas City (Mo.) Star‘ was settled 
today. . 

In Springfield, striking guild 
members and mechanical workers 
have kept the city’s four dailies 
idle since September in a contro- 
versy over wages and other con- 
tract demands, Negotiations have 
continued but Thursday Typo- 
graphical union representatives 
rejected a management offer on 
the grounds the proposed settle- 
ment offered no union security 
and failed to specify the number 
of persons to be returned to work. 

A union-management impasse 
on a closed-shop clause in a new 
contract resulted in the three- 
month-old: walkout of printers on 
the Clovis (N.M.) News-Journal. 
The News-Journal,- which is still 
publishing, claimed that the un- 
ion’s proposed closed-shop clause 
failed to provide for sufficient 
help and an adequate apprentice 
training program.

But a realiza- 
tion was awakening among sev- 
eral claimant nations represented 
here that a Germany expected to 
pay vast reparations in cash and 
goods must be a nation in which 
men and factories produce, 

From several quarters came 
suggestions that Germany's sO- 
called “level of industry” should 
be raised, 

Representatives of some Euro- 

pean states indicated they were 
also considering this thought: 
While some nations demand goods 
and materials from Germany, the 
four occupying powers are con- 
fronted with heavy costs for 
many yearsand American and 
British negotiators were asking 
why such expense should be as- 
sumed when some states would 
drain off Germany's own produc- 
tion. 
_ The deputies, who held no meet- 
ing today, were considering the 
position of Belgium in this re- 
spect. 

Baron Herve de Gruben, Belgian’ 
representative, put his country on 
record last night as taking note 
of this big power attitude. De 
Gruben told the conference Bel- 
gium was prepared to negotiate 
about German payments from 
time to time-when the occupation 
powers found their expenses bur- 
densome.

| Harris, Stowe Graduates 
Applicants] 


Not Only 
Posts Would Be Open 
to Under Proposal. 


The first step to end the monop- 
oly enjoyed by graduates of Harris 
and Stowe teachers’ colleges in 
staffing the city’s elementary 
schools was taken yesterday by 


| Superintendent of Instruction Phil- 


ip J. Hickey in proposals to be 
placed before the instruction com- 
mittee of the board of education. 


Members of the committee, 
which meets next Tuesday, re- 
ceived by mail yesterday Hickey’s 
recommendation that in view of 
the prospective shortage of teach- 
ers next school year the way be 
cleared for admission of gradu- 
ates of other institutions to teach- 
ing positions in the grade schools. 

Hickey called attention to a 
plan for an over-all merit system 
for all employes of the board, in- 
cluding teachers, that is now in 
course of preparation by ‘Prof. 
William Burke of Washington 
University as personnel consult- 
ant. This plan would require leg- 
islation at Jefferson City before 
it could become operative, 


An Interim Measure. 


- Hickey’s immediate recom- 
mendation was “that until this 


(Burke) plan becomes operative f 


the necessary number of teachers 
needed to fill vacancies which 
cannot be filled from present 
sources, be appointed under regu- 
lations recommended by the Su- 
perintendent of Instruction and 
approved by the Board of Educa- 
tion. These regulations shall de- 
fine qualifications for acceptance 
of applications and shall make 
provision for such competitive ex- 
aminations as are necessary to 
determine the relative fitness of 
the applicants for appointment. 

“That those students now en- 
rolled and those who enroll in the 
future in the Teachers College Di- 
visions of the Harris and Stowe 
Teachers Colleges be informed 
that, if and when an over-all leg- 
islative merit plan for the selec- 
tion of employes of the Board of 
Education, including teachers, be- 
comes operative, all candidates for 
the positions in the St. Louis 
Public Elementary Schools will be 
governed by the conditions con- 
tained therein.” 


Outsiders to Come Last, 


As the wording of the recom- 
mendation indicates, outsiders, at 
least for the present, would be 
eligible only to fill those vacan- 
cies left after all Harris and Stowe 
graduate have been placed. The St. 
Louis graduates would not be re- 
quired to take examinations in 
competition with outsiders. Such 
examinations would serve at this 
time merely to establish an eligi- 
bility list among the outsiders. 

Hickey said that in years past 
the various attorneys for the 
board have emphasized the strong 
moral, and probably legal, obliga- 
tion of the board to provide all 
Harris and Stowe graduates with 
teaching positions in the public 
schools before accepting outsiders 
for the posts. The obligation is 
said to stem from the acceptance 
of state financial aid in maintain- 
ing the two city-operated institu- 
tions. 

Such has been the policy of the 
board ever since the founding of 
the two schools as teacher-train- 
ing adjuncts of the public school 
system and only once before, dur- 
ing a teacher shortage soon after 
the turn of the century, have out- 
siders been appointed to positions 
in the elementary schools. 


Previous Policy Criticized. 


The restrictive policy has been 
criticized increasingly of late as 
productive of “inbreeding” in edu- 
cational techniques and denying to 
St. Louis schools the fresh view- 
point that graduates of other in- 
stitutions might bring with them. 

Defenders of the policy have 
pointed to the uniformity and 
continuity of:instructional theory 
and practice th@R such a policy 
makes possible in a large school 
system where families move fre- 
quently and children are trained 
in different schools in their pre- 
high school careers. The high 
standing enjoyed by Harris and 
Stowe in various surveys of the 
teachers’ colleges is also cited as 
additional reasons for the prefer- 
ence given their graduates. 

Two of the three members of 
the instruction committee, which 
will be called on to consider Hick- 
ey’s proposal before it reaches the 
entire board, have already gone on 
record as favoring such a propo- 
sition. They are Mrs. Irma H. 
Friede and Dr. Rudolph Hofmeis- 
ter, who are candidates for re- 
election in April. The Rev. C. 
Oscar Johnson, chairman of the 
committee, has been out of the 
city.

But the American dealer says 
that to get the Scotch their cus- 
tomers demand, retailers have 
had to pay at least twice as much 
rum, imported wine or other 
“slow-movers” in_ tie-in sales. 
They feel the loss they are taking 
on these items “actually is part 
of-what the Scotch cost us.”

POSTHUMOUS SILVER STAR 
FOR ST, LOUIS MARINE OFFICER 


The Silver Star has been award- 
ed posthumously to Marine Lt. 
Charles H. McCann of St. Louis 
for conspicuous gallantry and in- 
trepidity as leader of a rifle pla- 
toon on Iwo in an action Feb, 24, 
1945, in which he was killed. 

Lt. McCann was cited for lead- 
ing his platoon in blasting and 
destroying three enemy pillboxes 
in an attack on a heavily defend- 
ed airstrip. Forced by intense 
rifle and machine-gun fire to 
abandon his position, he directed 
an orderly withdrawal and admin- 
istered first aid to the wounded.

Two or three colors, wisely se- 
lected, make an interesting, spark- 
ling kitchen. A single color in the 
kitchen is monotonous unless sev- 
‘| eral tones or shades of it ranging 
from light to dark, are used. A 
kitchen usually has some perma- 
nent things which must be consid- 
ered when planning the color 
color scheme or renewing it. 
These may be the permanent floor 
covering, the walls, a design on 
dishes, or the color of a set of 
mixing bowls. The baste color 
chosen should be a favorite and 
to this should be added one or 
two that look good with it, 


One Should Dominate. 


Equal quantities of each of 
three colors should be avoided. 
One color should dominate; there 
should be less of a second, and 
the third should be used sparingly 
for accents. The walls and floor 
are the largest areas, hence color 
applied there sets the “feeling” of 
the room. Using small spots of 
color, painting cabinet knobs, 
handles and shelf edges in con- 
trasting colors, decorating parts of 
chairs, or door panels, gives a 
restless, spotty effect. Unless the 
kitchen is definitely provincial, it 
is wise to use little in the way of 
decorative patterns, 

Use a soft, light color on the 
walls whether they are painted, 
papered, or covered with more 
permanent finishes. These, by 
the way, are coming back into the 
market. Tile and linoleums come 
in standard colors and have been 
used for many years. Steel tile is 
a relative newcomer. This has a 
baked enamel finish and can be 
installed over existing walls. New- 
er still is plastic tile. 

Light colored walls give back- 
ground for furniture, equipment 
and other small colorful articles 
which many home makers like in 
their kitchens. If the ceiling is 
high, a darker shade will make it 
appear lower. A low ceiling should 
be done in white to increase the 
gage height of the room and 
to give more light. 
Cupboards, range, refrigerator 
and other equipment, usually 
white, leave reduced areas to 
which color can be applied. Light 
and medium shades of color should 
be used on all available wall 
spaces, in the floor covering, on 
tools, containers, dishes and other 
things stored ‘outside of cup- 
boards. This is especially true in 
the kitchen where storage cabinets 
are of metal. 

Counters Should Match. 

Such a kitchen would look well, 
depending upon exposure, in ver- 
milion and delft blue with ver- 
milion as secondary color. Walls 
should be pink, which is a pale 
tint of vermilion, because it re- 
flects more light and looks warm- 
er than blue. The ceiling should 
be done in a light tint of blue. For 
the floor covering a linoleum in 
plain mediun? blue, bordered with 
a line of clear vermilion might be 
used; or an all-over marbleized 
pattern would fit into the scheme. 
Counter surfaces should match 
the blue of the floor covering. 
Chair seat cushions might be ver- 
milion; the table top either blue 
or black. Curtains should be dark- 
er than the walls. If venetian 
blinds are used = 8 might carry 
‘| blue tapes. 

For eolor accents, colorful dishes 
should be used, and growing plants 
in white pots. Blue pot holders, 
white towels and dish cloths with 
vermilion, blue and white stripes; 
vermilion and blue trays, contain- 
ers, dishes or tools left on the 
work surface also would help dis- 
tribute color and develop. the en-

SHARP RISE IN ’46 
COUNTERFEITING 
LOSS TO PUBLIC 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 (AP)— 
The public’s losses from counter- 
feit money in 1946 more than 
doubled those in 1945, the Secret 
Service disclosed tonight. 

It was the first year-to-year in- 
crease in several years. The 1946 
loss was $47,129, sharply up from 
$18,135 but still trifling compared 
with the mid-30s, when counter- 
feiting took the public for as much 
as $1,000,000 a year. 

The Secret Service struck back. 
Chief James J. Maloney, in a re- 
port to Secretary of the Treasury 
Snyder, said the service doubled 
its 1945 arrests for counterfeiting, 
taking in 85 persons last year. 

Two cases involving “the most 
important counterfeiting enter- 
prises discovered by the service 
in recent years” were recounted in 
the report. ~ 

In one, engraved plates from 
which $110,000 in counterfeit $20 
notes had been printed were re- 
covered from the bottom of the 
Passaic river near Newark, N. J., 
after a four-day search by Navy 
divers co-operating with the Secret 
Service. The case wound up with 
seizure of all the bogus bills and 
arrest of five persons on counter- 
feiting charges, 

In the other, an “old offender” 
managed to get just 39 bogus $5 
and $10 Federal Reserve notes into 
circulation before Secret Service 
agents recognized his “touch,” like 
dealers in rare a recog- 
nize an artist’ ork. Another 
agent with a memory for faces 
recognized the quarry on a St. 
Louis street and arrested him. He 
pleaded guilty and drew a 15-year 
sentence, 


Harry S. Leonard, former con- 
vict; was sentenced to 15 years in 
the penitentiary by United States 
District Judge Rubey M. Hulen 
when he pleaded guilty of passing 
40 $10 and six $5 counterfeit bills 
here last December.

Migratory Millions, World Food, 
Jobs Are Among U. N. Problems 


Ccmmnsinsion to Convene Thursday Is to Study 
‘Population Balance, Considered Crux of 
Economic Stability, Peace. 


By ADELAIDE KERR 

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Feb. 1 
(AP) — Overbalanced populations, 
their effect on food’ and jobs 
around the world, and the migra- 
tory millions who wish. to find 
new homelands are among the 
problems which must be tackled 
eventually by the United Nations 
population commission, convening 
Thursday. 

The commission is the first in- 
ternational body ever to study 
round-the-world population prob- 
lems, regarded by many experts 
as lying at the core of any solu- 
tion for economic stability and 
peace. a 

It is one of nine commissions of 
the Economic and Social Council— 
a twentieth century experiment 
marking the world’s first effort to 
eliminate the causes of war be- 
fore they have done their damage. 
The drafters of the charter be- 
lieved that among these causes 
were lacks of health, jobs, free- 
dom and decent living standards 
whieh foment discontent and un- 
rest. 

Factors in Population. 

However, health, food and living 
conditions have a direct bearing 
on population. Men working on 
the problems of food ran into the 
problems of population over-bal- 
ance in the Orient and elsewhere. 
Men studying the possibility of 
improving vast backward areas by 
industrial develapment ran’ into 
the problem of under-population. 

Says Dr. Frank Notestein, di- 
rector of the Office of Population 
Research at Princeton University 
and consultant to the U.N. assist- 
ant secretary general for social 
affairs in charge of the population 
division: 

“The humanitarian aims of the 
United Nations to secure better 
health, education, and economic 
and political security depends in 


large part on finding solutions to 


the world’s major population prob- 
lems. If we are to have long- 
range success in those aims, it is 
absolutely necessary that plans for 
agricultural and industrial devel- 
opment, improved public health 
and the redistribution of people 
through migration be made with 
the knowledge and understanding 
of how these programs affect pop- 
ulation and vice versa.” 

Here is a quick glance at some 
of the problems the population 
commission will have to tackle: 
Population Shifts to Be Studied. 

I. The commission is instructed 
to arrange for studies and advise 
the Economic and Social Council 
on population changes and poli- 
cies designed to influence them. 
Statistics of the last decades ind* 
cate that the United States and 
Central and Western Europe have 
passed the peak of their popula- 
tion increase. On the other hand 
China, India and The Netherlands 
Indies are just approaching their 
phase of rapid increase. Yet 
Southeast Asia and adjacent is- 
lands have already one billion per- 
sons—or approximately one half 
the earth’s population concen- 
trated in about 20 per cent of the 
world’s land surface 

The United Nations are strug- 
gling to boost living and health 
standards all over the world, If 
they succeed, people may live 
longer and the population in al- 
ready congested areas may in- 
crease still more. Hence, some 
argue, improved’ standards of 
health and living conditions may 
aggravate an already troublesome 
condition. Others, however, be- 
lieve that population gains can 
be counterbalanced by increased 
food production and industrializa- 
tion and by reducing the birthrate 
in congested areas, 

Eire as an Example. 

In connection with the problem 
of balancing population and re- 
sources to produce ‘a comfortable 
living standard, the record of Eire 
is an interesting example. Here 
are the facts as presented by the 
population reference bureau of 
Washington in a recent bulletin: 

“Between 1840 and 1940... South 
Ireland decreased her inhabitants 
from 6,548,000 to 2,992,034. . . It 
is generally recognized by students 
of population that Ireland was 
seriously overpopulated in the 
1840s and that this situation con- 
tributed greatly to the wholesale 
suffering and death during the 
historic potato famine.” 

The bulletin goes on to point 
out that Ireland _ resolved its 
troublesome situation by a large 
emigrant outflow of population 
and by lowering the birthrate. As 


a means of population control Eire 
used late marriage. In the peak 
reproductive age group 25-29 years, 
80 per cent of the Irish men are 
unmarried, compared with 39 per 
cent in the United States, and 62 
per cent of Irish women in the 
same age group are unmarried 
compared to 26 per cent in the 
United States. : 

II. The commission also is in- 
structed to arrange for studies 
and advise the council on the re- 
lationship between population 
trends and economic and social 
conditions, 

Population as Cause of War. 

In the last decade population 
problems were cited as causes of 
war, though many experts attack 
this view. Nevertheless the Japa- 
nese claimed that their enormous 
population, based on slender re- 
sources, justified their efforts to 
expand. In 1931 Japan invaded 
Manchuria and launched its cam- 
paign for a vast Asiatic empire. 

German economic difficulties, 
unemployment and unrest pro- 
duced the discontent which en- 
abled Hitler to rise to power and 
launch his invasion of Western 
Europe. Mussolini cited unemploy- 
ment problems as justification for 
his invasion and colonization of 
Ethiopia. 

Yet, at the same time that 
Japan, Germany and Italy were 
claiming over-population as war 
justification, the leaders of ail 
three claimed insufficient popula- 
tion to man their armies and all 
three launched campaigns to raise 
the birthrate. 

To Study Migrations. 

III, The population commission 
is instructed to arrange for studies 
and advise the council on migra- 
tory movements of population and 
the factors associated with such 
movements. 

Europe has two million dis- 
placed persons and millions of 
other homeless refugees, many of 
whom fear to return home be- 
cause they oppose new govern- 
ments or face possible-~trial as 
collaborationists. There are mil- 
lions of unsettled Jews. All of 
these seek a new homeland in 
which to re-establish their lives. 
Millions of others lack jobs and 
enough to eat. 

Several sparsely-populated South 
American countries, including Ar- 
gentina, Brazil, Venezuela and 
Chile, have drawn up colonization 
plans to open their doors to seven 
million Europeans in the ‘next 10 
years. They want selected farm 
and industrial workers to. help 
their drive for agricultural and 
industrial self-sufficlency. 


A 10-Year Plan. 

The plan extends for 10 years, 
however, and millions can starve 
in that time. Moreover the plans 
call for selected workers—and 
many who need rehabilitation are 
not the “pick of the crop.” Also 
history holds numerous examples 
of mother countries, which suf- 
fered when some of their best 
workers emigrated. Finally, a 
shortage of transportation facili- 
ties is a big problem, 

Millions more in Asia and other 
parts of the world, who face what 
they consider unfavorable political 
situations, would like to seek a 
new homeland, A case in point 
is that of 250,000 Indo-Europeans 
in the Netherlands East Indies, 
who plan to create a Eurasian 
homeland in New Guinea, partly 
because they fear political and 
economic discrimination in an In- 
donesia-dominated republic. 

Only Grouncwork Possible Now. 

The population commission can- 
not begin to tackle all these prob- 
lems at its first session. It is 
expected to do little more than lay 
the groundwork and consider how 
it will work with other commis- 
sions and the specialized agencies 
such as the Food and Agricultural 
Organization, the International 
Labor Organization and the in- 
terim commission of the projected 
world health organization. So 
explosive are many of the prob- 
lems involved that many experts 
consider that the commission will 
have done a good job this time 
if it convenes, consults and ad- 
journs in peace. 

“The problems are perplexing, 
indeed,” says Dr. Notenstein. 
“These persons are all human be- 
ings with an infinite variety of 
hopes and fears. Our problem is 
to recognize this fact and work 
with it—not against it. Some of 
our reforming friends forget this. 
No man has the right to play 
God.”

O the major leagues are go- 
S ing to campaign against 
gambling. That’s fine. The 
National League will bar from 
the field, dugoutse and dressing 
rooms all visitors except accred- 
ited persons. The exceptions 
will include newspaper men, 
photographers and radio men 
and “other legitimate persons.” 
The National League doesn't 
give its definition of a legiti- 
mate person, which may lead to 
some confusion. We always have 
found it very difficult to tell, at 
a quick glance, whether a per- 
son really is legitimate. Usually 
of course, it is fairly easy to 
recognize a person when you see 
one. 
The National League leaves 
many things unsaid as well as 
undefined. For instance the bars 
are to be at the clubhouse door, 
the dugout and the gates that 
lead onto the field, as we inter- 
pret the announcement from 
Ford Frick. Nothing is said 
about any bars at the box office. 
Apparently even persons who 
are not legitimate, whatever that 
means, will be permitted to put 
their money on the line and en- 
ter the ball park. 

It has been that way in the 
past. Even when baseball had 
its great Commissioner, Kene- 
saw Mountain Landis, there was 
a differentiation between the un- 
desirable person who might want 
to give his money to the club 
owner and the same undesirable

Might Be One Answer. 
HE average ball player has 
T x0 time or opportunity to 
learn about the characters 
or professions of persons whom 
he sees in the stands. He prob- 
ably is to be excused if he as- 
sumes that a person legitimate 
enough to have entry to a front 
row box is sufficiently legiti- 


mate to rate a kind word in 
return if he speaks to the player. 


It sounds a little like tilting 
at a windmill, all this palaver 
about cleaning up the dugouts 
and dressing rooms. How about 
hotel lobbies and_ railroad 
trains? Will the National 
League police them, to see that 
no person who is not legitimate 
casually chats with a baseball 
player? 

Our unimportant guess is 
that the gamblers and a lot of 
persons of questionable legiti- 
macy will continue to be wel- 
comed at baseball’s box offices, 
and that they will continue to 
carry on their wagering in ball 
parks and over ball park. tele- 
phones. 

Mind you, we have no quarrel 
with gamblers or bookmakers. 
We know several of them 
whom we would rate more le- 
gitimate than a few persons 
with rather high baseball jobs. 
There is a difference between 
the gambling commissioner and 
the tin-horn or chiseler, but 
gambling is the business of 
both. The one is a square 
shooter, his word as good as a 
bond. The other is a slicker, 
always on the make for a fix. 
The gambler, too, usually is a 
good Joe. If you’re in trouble 
he won't pray for you; he’ll put 
a load of coal in your basement, 
send over an order of groceries 
and slip you some dough to feed 
the kids till you’re on your feet 
again. The chiseler’s way is to 
get somebody’ else to put up the 
dough to help the hard-luck guy, 
keep half the money and take 
all the credit,

TRIBAL CHIEF REPORTEDLY 
KILLED EXPLORER FAWCETT 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Feb. 1 (AP) 
—Jungle Indians of the Kalapalos 
tribe killed their chief and their 
witch doctor, chopped the bodies 
to bits and hurled the remains in 
the Kuluene river because the two 
were suspected of causing a dead- 
ly epidemic now sweeping the 
region, dispatches from the _ in.- 
terior said today. 

The local; press at the village 
of Goiania reported that the dead 
tribal leader, Chief Izarari, re- 
cently confessed he killed Col. 
Percy H. Fawcett, British ex- 
plorer who disappeared into the 
jungles in 1925 with his son and 
acompanion. (There was no indi- 
cation that authorities were taking 
the reported “confession” seri- 
ously.) 

Fawcett disappeared into the 
| jungles of Matto Grosso after tell- 
ing his friends he was “sick of 
civilization.” Ever since there 
have been rumors that he was 
killed by Indians. Equally per- 
sistent reports had him alive and 
living with the savages.

World Prestige of U.S. 
And Russia Involved 
In Atom Veto Dispute 


Furthermore, Differences in Forms of Government Cause 
Different Approaches to General Disarmament; Ameri- 
ean Delegates Must Be Sure of Approval From Con- 
gress, Various Departments of Government and People.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Feb. 1. 


HE horror once inflamed in the public ' mind by the mention of the name, 


Hiroshima, has abated. Already there have been proposals from important 
national figures that the United States should withhold the precious secret 


of the atomic bomb from the rest of the world ‘‘forever.’’ 


Doubt has been expressed that the United 
States Senate would ratify any treaty for in- 
ternational control of atomic energy that re- 
quired destruction of existing atomic weap-. 
ons and disclosure of “know-how.” Seem- 
ingly interminable discussion since June 15 
in the United Nations Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and in the Security Council has muf- 
fled what amounted to a public cry for re- 
nunciation of the terrible weapon. 

Intricacies and oratory of international 
diplomacy have clouded, momentarily, the 
éxalted effort to convert the boundless power 
from war to the peaceful benefit of all man- 
kind. The debate has centered on three con- 
troversial points—the nature of world 
atomic controls, the principle of free inspec- 
tion of all nuclear activity and, last, source 
of greatest discord, the veto. 


Negotiations Seem 
Great Power Controversy. 


To many interested observers—too many— 
the negotiation has been transformed into a 
great power controversy between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. The pitfall of 
procrastination foreséeh by Bernard M. Ba- 
ruch when as American delegate he ad- 
vanced plans for world atom supervision, 
bas become an actual hazard. The 76-year- 
old elder statesman, whose long years of na- 
tional service won him the accolade: ‘Ad- 
yiser_to Presidents,” solemnly declared: 

“The bomb does not wait upon debate. 
delay may be to die.” 

Baruch resigned after completing his mis- 
sion on the Atomic Energy Commission. 
Principles of the Baruch plan were incor- 
porated in the formal report to the Security 
Council adopted Dec. 30 by 10 of the 12- 
nation commission, although Russian and 
Polish delegates declined to vote. Discus- 
sion of the report in the Security Council 
was delayed by continuance of the American- 
Russian dispute. 

The latter debate centered solely on a 
point of procedure but authoritative ob- 
servers were convinced that identical funda- 
mental factors were involved in the Security 
Council bickering. Hours were devoted to 
inconclusive haggling over whether first 
consideration should be given to the atomic 
report or to the General Assembly resolution 
directing action toward world arms reduc- 
tion. The United States held out for atom 
priority; the Soviet Union for disarmament. 


Behind this dispute, as well as previous 
conflicts, were the long-range political and 
practical objectives of the two nations. They 
evolved from the broad, related problems 
of (1) world prestige in the campaign for 
lasting peace, and (2) the complications 
of universal disarmament plans. 


A Strong Position 
Held by United States. 


The two objectives, seemingly inseparable, 
have been sharply divided in practice on ac- 
count of the strong position held by the 
United States. It may be confidently as- 
sumed that the United States is the only 
nation with the atom bomb or the secret of 
production. With equal confidence it may 
be assumed that the weapon will not be 
relinquished until Satisfactory safeguards 
have been established to prevent its use 
in war or for other destructive purposes. 

This reasoning makes evident that Soviet 
Union opposition to the Baruch plan, includ- 
ing the dilatory conduct which has pre- 
vented either formal agreement or disagree- 
ment on important phases, is not simply 
wilful obstinacy. Few will doubt that 
Russia is eager to outlaw atom arms. The 
Soviet has made that intention clear. To 
close the door in the face of Baruch’s 
equitable offer to trade the atom bomb for 
world security would be madness, and this 


To 


- the Russians have carefully avoided. 


But, by demanding action on the resolu- 
tion commending general disarmament, 
passed in the General Assembly with vigor- 
ous American and Russian endorsement, the 
Soviet Union sought to attain the same end 
by a Russian route. The Soviet tactic was 
designed to place the Red banner at the 


, head of the world peace parade if the 


United States persisted in its effort to make 


atom energy the first order of business. 


The logic of the American position, as ex- 
plained by Baruch and by a reasonable ap- 
praisal of the facts, was readily accepted by 
representatives of other nations in the 
Atomic Energy Commission and the Se- 
curity Council, except, the Polish delegate. 


, The latter has been consistently subservient 


to the Russian view. Other nations have ex- 


pressed approval of the American plan for 
international atom supervision. : 

But involved explanations will have little 
effect on national populations in Europe 
and Asia which Russia might want to in- 
fluence. If Russia can make it appear that 
the United States is an obstacle to world 
peace because it has delayed disarmament 
discussion to avoid surrender of the atom 
bomb, Russia’s hand in the international 
poker game would be strengthened. The 
fact that the United States has offered to 
discard atomic weapons when means are de- 
vised to prevent one nation from turning it 
against another, will be obscured. 

With almost clairvoyant foresight, Baruch 


anticipated the Russian tactic in his8opening 
statement to the Atomic Energy Commission: 


“It we succeed in finding a suitable way 
to control atomic weapons, it is reasonable 
to hope that we may also preclude the use 
of other weapons adaptable to mass de- 
struction,” he said. “‘When a man learns 
to say, ‘A’ he can, if he chooses, learn the 
rest of the alphabet, too.” 

Terms of Baruch’s scheme for world con- 
trol of atomic energy early established that 
A stands for Atom in the alphabet of Amer- 
ican policy on disarmament. The Soviet 
Union made it equally certain shortly there- 


after that Russia preferred to deal with the 
other 25 letters first. 


Austin Is Rethoriacd 
To Proceed on Both Issues. 


Recent announcement thai Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall will permit Warren 
R. Austin to proceed simultaneously in Unit- 
ed Nations agencies on ‘the two issues, in- 
spired hope for compromise as previously 
suggested by other nations. As American 
representative in both the Atomic Energy 
Commission and the Security Council, Austin 
will be responsible for continuing the Baruch 
policy to prevent entangling atom treaty ne- 
gotiations with general arms reduction con- 
siderations. | 


The compromise “arrangement contem- 
plated renewing efforts toward constructing 
a satisfactory international treaty which 
would outlaw atom arms, and contain pro- 
visions for supervision of all atom activity 
and for enforcement of terms. At the same 
time it would provide for appointment of 
a commission by the Security Council which 
would tackle the gigantic general problem 
of armament reduction. 


The agency would be a creature of the 
Council—unlike the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission -—— and would be accountable to the 
Council, though established independently 
by the General Assembly. Separation of the 
two groups emphasized the somewhat para- 


sdoxical need to deal with the atom weapon 


singly instead of in discussion; devoted to 
the limitation of all destructive instru- 
ments. 


Briefly, to Rea Posen nuclear fuel is 
to produce the heart of the atom bomb, 
at this time the only practical application 
of the discovery. But all research for pros- 
pective humanitarian uses — almost un- 
measurable heat and power — necessarily 
leads to the same product, nuclear fuel. 


All Atomic Steps " 
Need Supervision. 


To oversimplify the conclusion, develop- 
ment of atomic power for any purpose, 
industrial or étherwise, is identical with 
the production of atomic weapons. The 
“know-how” of the United States eoncerns 
releasing that power. Therefore @nlike the 
job of policing construction of, ordinary 
tools of war, it is necessary to supervise the 
development of atomic force from mineral 
source through refinement and ultimate use, 
to establish effective safeguards against 
dangerous abuses. A little explosive nuclear 
fuel goes a long way. o 


There was little friction among members 
of the Commission when the Scientific and 
Technical Committee described the nature 
of safeguards necessary to prevent misuse 
of atom energy. It was unanimously agreed 
that production and use of atomic energy 
could be effectively controlled by close su- 
pervision increased progressively as stages 
advanced, This was the only total accord on 
a major issue throughout the six-month ne- 
gotiation. 


Conflict developed only on political meas- 
ures that Baruch advanced to make the su- 
pervision efficient and to provide swift, sure 
punishment for transgressors, Oddly enough, 
the capitalistic nited States insisted on in-

munist Soviet Union took a determined stand 
to protect the sovereignty of individual 
states. Only Poland, the Russian’s fellow 
traveler, supported Soviet ‘contentions 
throughout. : 
American plans envisioned creation of a 
world Atomic Development Authority, al- 
ready discussed familiarly in the Commis- 
sion as the A.D.A. In that agency would be 
vested unlimited authority to control all 
atom assets, including ores, plants and prod- 
ucts. It would be permitted unrestricted 
privileges for regular inspection tours of 
nations to supervise atomic activity in all 
phases. Punitive measures against viola- 


‘tors would not be subject to veto by the 


Security Council. 


Gromyko Objects 
To All of Baruch Plan. 


From the outset the representative of the 
Soviet Union, Deputy Foreign Minister An- 
drei A. Gromyko, objected to all aspects of 
the Baruch scheme. He asserted flatly it 
was unacceptable in whole or in part. In 
the tradition of Maxim Litvinov, who years 
ago startled League of Nation delegates by 
declaring that the ‘‘way to disarm is to dis- 
arm,’’ Gromyko demanded an immediate con- 
vention outlawing atom bombs. 


He spurned Baruch’s offer of a ‘‘step-by- 
step’’ program for a system of international 
controls culminating in American surrender 
of bomb and secret. It was curious té note 
Russian claims that inspections by agents 
of an international A.D.A. would violate 
sanctity of national sovereignty since Com- 
munist doctrine is aimed at the destruction 
of that very sovereignty. 


Later, in agreeing to scientific require- 
ments for effective supervision, the Soviet 
delegate withheld assent to recommenda- 
tions for inspection by airplane. He 
pointedly asserted that application of con- 
trols in the U.S.S.R. was facilitated by 
existing government ownership. Each signa- 
tory nation, he «:dded, should be trusted 
to enforce the terms of the treaty establish- 
ing atomic energy as a world product for 
peaceful uses, 


Speculation in informed quarters attrib- 
uted Soviet disapproval of inspection by 
international agents to an obvious reluc- 
tance to permit penetration c* the “iron 
curtain.” Gromyko offered no alternative 
means for impartial policing; Baruch stood 
firm on the point. The two positive views 
left no room for compromise. By-passing 
the debate on inspection and the equally 
vexatious subject of the veto, the Commis- 
sion. turned to scientific and technical as- 
pe-'s of the problem, 


Dispute Over Veto 
Even More Intricate. . 


The dispute about the use of the veto 
in atom administration presented a more 
intricate situation than inspection. By the 
same token, it offered considerably more 
opportunity for adjustment? One important 
area of agreement was evident in joint 
American-Russian insistence that existing 
veto privileges in the Security Council re- 
main unimpaired. Any of the five perma- 
nent members of the ll-nation body may 
block any action by veto. 


Not all of the major nations, China, 
France, United Kingdom, United States and 
the Soviet Union, are enthusiastic support- 
ers of the “rule of unanimity,” as the prac- 
tice is defined, but the latter pair defend it 
with equal persistence. It constitutes a de- 
fense against. a “‘small-nation bloc’’ led by 
one or more of the Big Five. 


Such an inequitable coalition conceivably 
could muster the seven votes necessary for 
action on “‘matters of substance’ such as 
measures for punitive action against other 
nations. Use of the veto is specifically ex- 
cluded by the United Nations charter in pro- 
cedural matters. The Baruch plan atipulates 
exclusion of veto rights in atomic affairs 
directed by the Security Council. The So- 
viet Union ceclined to permit this exception 
to the rule of unanimity. 

End of the veto conflict appeared immi- 
nent when Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov seemingly accepted, during Decem- 
ber sessions here of the General Assembly, 
principles of international control and in- 
spection in general and atomic disarmament. 
He also asserted the veto had no place it 
day-to-day operations of such machinery. 
But definitions of the Russian terms: “In- 
ternational” and “day-to-day” remained for 
exposition. 

Subsequently, Soviet delegates declined to 
participate in drawing the first Atomic 
Energy Commission report to the Security 
Council, Gromyko and his Polish ally aly 
stained from yoting when it was adoptéd

with Baruch’s recommendations for estab- 
lishing a veto-free A.D.A., with powers of 
inspection, control of all atom activity, and 
with authority to punish violations of atomic 
treaty regulations. 

It is this report which is now before the 
Security Council. Opposing submittal by 
the Commission, Gromyko clearly disclosed 
he was not ready to accept the no-veto pro- 
vision and other elements concerning con- 
trols. When it reached the Council agenda, 
he promptly demanded first consideration 
of his prior, but hurriedly submitted, resolu- 
tion for immediate consideration of the Gen- 
eral Assembly arms reduction program. He 
unsuccessfully opposed Austin’s request to 
delay until next Tuesday the decision on 
priority. | 

Confusion resulting from these tactics left 
the closest observers of the atomic negotia- 
tions uncertain as to the precise state of 
agreement or disagreement between oppos- 
ing factions. It is certain that first discus- 
sion of the report will be devoted to exam- 
ining it paragraph by paragraph so that dif- 
ferences and points of accord are readily 
evident. Tlfere is little space for dickering 
on inspection. 


Three Solutions 


Have Been Considered. 


The veto puzzle is subject to three possible 
solutions already contemplated: 

1. By ignoring the issue when defining 
“éxtreme or dangerous transgressions” in 
the international treaty outlawing produc- 
tion of atom arms it might be concluded 
that use of the veto would be academic if a 
violation was referred to the Security Coun- 


cil for action against any nation deemed 


a threat to world peace. Evidence of atomic 
misconduct that serious might be consid- 
ered tantamount to preparation for war. A 
veto preventing punishment of a transgres- 
sor would amount to a war-like alliance or, 
if cast by the culprit, a declaration of war. 
Treaty terms would make it plain that’ the 
veto rule did not apply in other matters or 
in the day-to-day conduct of affairs. 


2. Definition in the atom treaty of specific 
nature of violations and the penalties to be 
exacted for each, thus establishing a ‘‘crim- 
inal code’ not unlike ordinary civil pro- 
ceedure to prevent violations of law. If 
Security Council deliberations were defined 
as “procedural” in the treaty, conclusions 
accepted by seven or more members of that 
body could not be vetoed, 


3. Punitive action against aggressor na- 
tions may be directed by the General Assem- 
bly or by members of the United Nations 
under Articles 1 and 51. Article 1 imposes 
responsibility on members for collective ac- 
tion if world peace is threatened or breached. 
Article 51 preserves the right of both col- 
lective and individual self-defense against 
armed attack. This clause could be applied 
if the term, “‘armed attack,” as defined ina 
treaty, would specifically include production 
and use of atom arms. 

Despite outwardly discouraging evidence 
that agreement on the terms of an atomic 
treaty is remote, the halting progress of the 
negotiation should not be over-emphasized. 
American reluctance to enter the province 
of general disarmament before speeding the 
atom treaty negotiation is due substantially 
to the time needed for arriving at a satisfac- 
tory design for the enterprise—one uccept- 
able to the people, the Congress, and the 
various departments of government, 'includ- 
ing armed services, which will pass on the 
finished product, . 


U.S. Delegate Must 
Keep Cart Behind Horse. ' 


At the same time; lacking the finality of 
totalitarian rule, the United States represent- 
ative works without assurance that the re- 
sult of his negotiations will be ratified. 
Thus he is in need of frequent guidance, 
sometimes calling for variations in policy, 
from the President, Secretary of State, For- 
eign Affairs Committee heads in both House 
and Senate and from others. On the other 
hand, if Gromyko sends home the bacon, 
there will be reasonable assurance that it is 
a brand approved by his government, 

It is inevitable that the problems of atomic 
weapons and general disarmament will over- 
lap on occasion. Without delaying discus- 
sian of the latter, the American delegate 
must endeavor to keep the cart behind the 
horse and make certain that first disposal! 
is made of the terrifying threat of atomic 
warfare. To keep the secret is to hold a 
tiger by the tail. A cage that will render 
it harmless to all must be found. Mean- 
while, Baruch’s sage plea for haste is 
not. ignored, Nothing remains a secret 
“forever.”

Unique Pension System 
In Colorado Is Crippling 
State’s Other.Services 


Several Unusual Features 


Recent ‘Jackpot’ Payments to Old-Age Pensioners One of 


of Law Which Is More Lib- 


eral and More Rigid Than Any in United States; Bene- 
ficiaries Constitute Powerful Pressure Bloc.

The reason for the windfall is the so- 
called ‘‘jackpot’”’ provision in the state con- 
stitution which compels the Welfare Board 
of. the state to divide up, among pensioners, 
all money left in the pension fund on De- 
cember 31 of every year. Moreover, the 
division is pro rata which means that a pen- 
sioner could be on the rolls for less than 
$1.00 monthly, or Have gone on the rolls 
just the day before the year ended and still 
be eligible for a full share of the cut—$220 
plus the monthly check for January. And 
last year was a boom year. The pension 
fund’s share of sales taxes, liquor taxes and 
other revenues brought the year end sur- 
plus to $9,358,296. This was divided 
among 42,385 pensioners. Hence the 
“jackpot.”’ 

It is the mer A be divided since the 
pension amendment was adopted in 1936 
and it means that the pensioner’s income 
for 1947 will average about $59 monthly 
with the highest payment running to about 
$63. 

It may be even more than that since the 
State Ass@mbly is considering ways of 
eliminating ‘or lessening it by increasing 
monthly payments. Figures which would 
bring the income of a married pair to 
$1800 a year have been mentioned. This 
is better than California’s seemingly 
Utopian EPIC plan of $30 every Thursday 
—better, at least, if the family is consid- 
ered as a unit. 

From the foregoing figures it may be 
seen that Colorado’s pension law is gen- 
erously unique in other respects than the 
“jackpot” provision, The old age pension 
amendment—known as the $45 amendment 
because it prescribed the then unheard of 
amount of $45 monthly—was passed in 
1936 and as a result of its operation the 
Colorado old folk are the most comfortable 
of any in the United States. But it has 
cramped all other state activities and has 
become the key to state politics and state 
economics. Everything else must conform 
to the legal requirements of the pension 
fund, 


Democrats Lose Out 

Because They Seek Taxes. 

The Democrats lost the governorship for 
eight years in 1938 because they imposed 


new taxes to fill the void created by the 


pension fund. In 1946, the Republicans 
lost — and in a pro-Republican year — be- 
cause they had been accused of ‘‘do-noth- 
ingism” in relation to the state’s financial 
situation. For the state does not have 
money enough for health services or 
schools. 

But the beneficiaries of the pension are 
satisfied and they mean to remain so. They 
have demonstrated their power often 
enough to make it highly unlikely that pen- 
sion figures will ever be revised downward. 
For under Colorado law a majority vote 
of the people is necessary to change the 
pension law, Several attempts have been 
made. None which the pensioners disliked 
has succeeded. 

In 1946 it was proposed to the voters 
that the “jackpot’’ be abolished and ac- 
crued moneys be held in a pension reserve 
This was voted down nearly 
two-to-one last November 5. The only pen- 
sion amendment ever adopted provides thag 
if the pension fund falls short it may draw 
on the state’s general fund for an amount 
up to $1,500,000 in one year. 

Pensions in 1947 will cost about $29,- 
000,000—including the January jackpot— 
or about 30 per cent of the state’s reve- 
nue and more than the education of its 
200,000 children. Colorado school teachers 
are notoriously underpaid and as a result 
the state is admittedly losing its better 
ones. Institutions of higher learning, of 
course, are also affected. They have been 
forced to charge greater and greater fees 
until students are paying about half the 
cost of supporting such institutions, a 


‘higher proportion than with many private- 


ly operated colleges. 

Further comparisons are: The state will 
spend three times as much on pensions as 
on highways, four times as much as on 
unemployment compensation; eight times as 
much as on all other relief subjects put to- 
gether, Pensions will cost 20 times as 
much as public health. Colorado has a 
higher death ‘Tafe than any surrounding 
state.

Solera CLAUS has just made a return trip to the old age—pensioners of 


‘The flood of revenue for pensions comes 
chiefly from two main sources—85 per cent 
of all receipts from the state’s two per cent 
sales tax, adopted in 1934 as a temporary 
relief measure but now seemingly immortal; 
and 85 per cent of all liquor licenfse and tax 
revenues. Cities and counties went on for 
years happily collecting and spending the 
revenue from local liquor licenses. No one, 
including pensioners and their lawyers, ever 
dreamed the amendment applied to these. 


At last a pensioner sued. The state courts 
held the cities and counties owed the pen- 
sion fund 85 per cent of their liquor ll- 
cense revenues since 1936; and 85 per cent 
yearly thereafter. Property taxes on liquor 
establishments also yield up their share 
to the fund. Denver alone had to pony up 
nearly $500,000. 


This brings up another aspect of the 
amendment: It forbids the repeal of any 
source of revenue for the old age pension, 
unless and until another as good or better 
shall first have been provided. 


Social Institutions 
Frozen by Pension Law. 


As a result the pension law fixes certain 
social institutions forever, by the non-repeal 
provision. For example, the liquor indus- 
try is very happy in its partnership with 
the pensioners, Unless the Assembly can 
go out and dig up $4,000,000 yearly to re- 
place liquor’s contribution to old age pen- 
sions, the liquor industry is safe from repeal 
or drastic legislation—every threat, in fact, 
except a state liquor monopoly which might 
bring in even more revenue. 

This already has been demonstrated. The 
Colorado repeal amendment passed in 1933 
forbids saloons. A rural judge held that a 
saloon called a tavern or restaurant was a 
saloon nevertheless and should be closed. 


This case came up to the Colorado §u- 
preme Court a long time before the pension 
amendment became effective as of January 
| Pee 

There it lay and grew dusty until some 
time in 1937, when the learned justices 
dragged it out and ruled with true Through- 
The-Lookiag-Glass logic: 


1. The old age pension amendment 
provides that no source of revenue for 
the pension can be abrogated unless and 
until the Assembly provides an equal or 
greater source. 


2. It doesn’t matter whether they are 
actually saloons or not, we can’t do any- 
thing about drinking places unless or 
until the Assembly provides an equal or 
greater source of revenue, in its place, 
for old age pensions. 


Has Added to Peace 
and Dignity of Old Age. 


Colorado’s old age pension law therefore 
offers one of the best examples to be found 
anywhere, of what might be called the law 
of the unexpectedness of legislative enact- 
ments—the disposition of laws to run wild 
and to assume undreamed of powers and 
issue into fantastic results. 

Undoubtedly it has added to the peace 
and dignity of old age in Colorado and has 
given more prestige and power to the senior 
citizens of the commonwealth. No longer 
are they thrust into poorhouses or thrown 
into a humiliating dependency on children, 
indifferent relatives or other private char- 
ity... Some members of well-to-do families, 
In fact, celebrated the passage of the pen- 
sion amendment by ceremoniously leaving 
the houses of their children, 

This is a clear gain and most citizens of 
the state would hate to see the old condl- 
tions return. 

But the law has also demonstrated the 
frailty of human nature on all levels. The 
old people are now a pressure bloc intent 
on thelr own advantage and incapable of 
being swayed, apparently, by claims that 
the law is crippling other necessary 
functions of the state government. They 
say that the pension is little enough, iz 
these times, and hardly constitutes afflu- 
ence.

Notes on a Tired Word 


Did you, too, O friend, suppose democracy 
was only for elections, for politics, and for 

a party name? 

Walt Whitman asked that question in 1871. It 
can be asked with far greater cogency today. To 
Walt Whitman, democracy was not a stale and 
flabby word, concerning itself with outward 
forms, but a way of life for which men have 
died that other men should be free, in body and 
soul, to pursue happiness. 

The reason the United Statés is doing a poor 
job in teaching democracy to the peoples of 
Japan and Germany—to say nothing of human- 
ity everywhere—is that we ourselves have lost 
the burning, crusading spirit of an earlier Amer- 
ica. 

Speaking about Austria recently, Leland Stowe 
said that, once the armies of occupation are 
withdrawn, it would be easy for a right-wing 
Fascist dictatorship to spawn and grow out of 
that country’s extreme misery. And he added: 


If the armies of the Allied democracies had 
had some real conception of how to propa- 
gandize and inculcate democratic ideas and 
practices, the long-term political outlook for 
Austria’ would not be nearly so disturbing as 
it is today. ... Germany, Austria and Italy 
(the combined heart of Europe) remain seri- 
ous danger spots—very much accentuated by 
our own political ineptness. 


It is not enough to blame the armies for fail- 
ure to spread democratic ideals; the fault lies 
deeper. The whole nation takes democracy for 
granted. We were all born under it, learned 
about it, often too unwillingly, at school (where 
it is often taught in humdrum and unimagina- 
tive fashion), mouthed its catchwords on the 
Fourth of July, and accept its blessings as though 
they were automatically bestowed. 

Though the United States has fought in two 
world wars within a generation, and though we 
have witnessed and are still witnessing the brutal 
tyrannies of other forms of government, we still 
need a rebirth of the democratic spirit — that 
spirit which animated the Jeffersons, Adamses 
and Tom Paines of revolutionary days; the John 
Browns, Thoreaus and Garrisons of the slavery 
issue. To all these men democracy was not just 


a word, a static thing, but dynamic; it was not © 


reactionary, but, in the best sense, revolution- 
ary. 

We ought to go back and refresh ourselves 
with the deeds and words of the men who won 
the liberty we so lazily enjoy today. Old Samuel 
Adams was not making a political speech when 
he said in 1771: 


The liberties of our country, the freedom 
of our civil constitution, are worth defending 
at all hazards: and it is our duty to defend 
them against all attacks. . 


Nor was Patrick Henry, four years later, when 
he stood at the Virginia Convention and cried: 


Is life so dear or peace so sweet as to be 
purchased at the price of chains and slav- 
ery? Forbid it, Almighty God! I know not 
what course others may take; but as for me, 
give me liberty or give me death! 


These were not empty platitudes. They were 
the prelude to blood and stench of battle—for 
democracy. And these words of Thomas Paine’s 
were written not in an intellectual vacuum, but 
in the crashing arena of events: 

He that would make his own liberty se- 
cure must guard even his. enemy from op- 
pression; for if he violates this duty, he es- 
a a precedent that will reach to him- 
seit. 

When the famous New England minister, Theo- 
dore Parker, defined the nature of a democratic 
government, it was not an exercise in rhetoric, 
but a statement arising out of fervent conviction. 
Such a government, he said 


has laws, and the aim thereof is to give jus- 
tice to all men: it has officers to execute 
these laws, for the sake of justice. Such a 
government founds schools for all; looks aft- 
er those most who are most in need; defends 
and protects the feeblest as well as the rich- 
est and most powerful. 
We do not often think of James Fenimore 
Cooper as a political philosopher, but he said: 


The vulgar charge that the tendency of 
democracies is to levelling, meaning to drag 
all down to the level of the lowest, is sin- 
gularly untrue, its real tendency being to 
elevate the depressed to a condition not un- 
worthy of their manhood. 


It is our tendency, aided and abetted by un- 
inspired school texts and the teachers who inter- 
pret them, to embalm the great thinkers and 
fighters for democracy in lavender and old lace. 
Thoreau we regard as a gentle naturalist on the 
shores of Walden Pond, yet he could be as fiery 
as Danton or Mirabeau. John Greenleaf Whittier 
was more than a craftsman of rustic verse; he 
was capable of pouring scorn and invective on 
the enemies of liberty. Beneath the serenity of 
Ralph Waldo Emerson was a deep passion for 
freedom. 

The real meaning of America is not to be 
found—as so many people throughout the world 
are wont to think—in Hollywood movies, fine 
automobiles, electric refrigerators and all the 
gadgets that make for comfortable living. It is 
in that younger and more virile America that 
fought for and won its independence; that abol- 
ished human slavery; that struggled against wage 
serfdom and the evils of concentrated wealth. 

If we ever hope to persuade Germany, Japan 
and other nations to our way of life, we must 
first recapture for ourselves the zeal, the cour- 
age, the eloquence and the inner spirit of the 
great men in our history who made it possible.

No Favors, Please! 


With a deficit of more than $350,000,000 fore- 
cast for the Postoffice Department in the next 
fiscal year, the plan to reduce the postage on 
local first class letters from 3 cents to 2 will 
probably be abandoned. Even so, a deficit of 
more than $150,000,000 will remain and Post- 
master General Hannegan is looking around for 
more revenue. : 

He is looking specifically at the rates on sec- 
ond class mailing matter, comprising newspapers, 
magazines and pamphlets. In fiscal 1945, the last 
year for which complete figures are available, the 
department spent $136,000,000 to perform this 
service, for which it collected only $29,000,000. 
Result: a second class deficit of $107,000,000. 

This is in effect a subsidy to newspapers and 
magazines. Such deficits were defended in the 
past on the ground that this material was educa- 
tional and served to keep citizens informed of 
what went on In the country. This is true still, 
but it is a function which is not exclusive with 
newspapers and magazines. A radio station could 
claim an operating subsidy on the same ground. 

The press, by and large, isé«a profitable irfsti-

tution and should pay its own way. It usually 
attacks subsidies for other industries and should 
accept none itself. Second class postage rates 


should be raised to pay for the service rendered. .

_ ness-like approach, all along the racing wires 
across-country. They invaded Kansas City, New. 


Orleans and Louisville. 

Then for St. Louis. The gang set up a rac- 
ing news outlet across the river in Fairmont 
City. Maybe’ that was just a bargaining effort. 
Their real aim was the Pioneer company, which 
does some business with fly-by-night handbooks 
in this city, but cops the cream of the handbook 
racket on the East Side. The boys wanted an 
open field here, and now they have it. Their 
effort, they claim, is “legitimate business.” 

But who does the business? Men like Louls 
(Red) Smith and Frank (Buster) Wortman, like 
Elmer Dowing of the infamous Londe case 
shooting, like Frank (Cotton) Eppelsheimer, for- 
mer Egan gangster. They have been searching 
for profitable outlets—juke boxes, haritibooks. 

And’ how do the Caponesters do business? 
With pistols, if necessary. But sometimes they 
give a bookie a $100 weekly service for just $30. 
It’s an Old* monopolistic practice of cut-rates 
while the competition lasts. A the Post- 
Dispatch has learned that they ofere Brown 
insurance that would pay his surVivors $400 
weekly. This means that friends will be safe, 
under bond, but it’s bad to be without insurance. 
Which is protection with a double-take. 

Well, the police and the FBI are waiting. 
Short of adopting its own strong-arm methods, 
that is all law enforcement can do. 

But the first time the law is broken by the 
Caponesters, the police must crack down. The 
first evidence of an untidy move by these strong- 
arm merchants calls for action. With the Capone- 
sters on the doorstep, eternal vigilance by the 
police is St. Louis’s only protection.

Here is a real challenge to the young Thomas 
A. Edisons, to say nothing of the Rube Gold- 
bergs, of the present day. If unions insist upon 
portal-to-portal or, as some would have it, pillow- 
to-pillow pay, they must expect innovations. 

Maybe the old-fashioned time clock, whose 
punching consumes time, will be replaced with 
an infra-red beam to glare at workers as they 
arrive and leave, recording the data for the pay- 
roll department. If workers want to be paid for 
time to change into overalls, perhaps some ex- 
pert will invent a machine which automatically 
reclothes employes as they enter a plant. 

To wash off the dirt and grime after a day’s 
work, there could be an automatic spray of 
soapy water attached to each machine. This 


’ machine would be synchronized with the closing 


whistle. The worker’s face would be doused in 
a jiffy and dried by a gust of hot air. This is 
in the Rube Goldbefg pattern and maybe, for 
the worker’s enjoyment, it could be accompanied 
by the cheerful notes of a canary or a cuckoo. 

Management also might buy scooters to whisk 
employes from portal to the work bench and, in 
case of coal mines, miniature streamliners might 
cut travel pay by high-speed transportation. The 
possibilities are endless of cutting down the 
minutes and seconds between arrival at a plant 
and actual work. It is dangerous, though, be- 
cause some genius might invent a mechanical 
man who could be stored in the plant overnight 
and not claim any pay at all. 

Mr. Hickey Trims 

Superintendent of Instruction Hickey has 
communed with his inner self and come up with 
his reply to the demand that the city schools 
abandon the job monopoly which Harris and 
Stowe Teachers’ Colleges have enjoyed to the 


detriment of public education here for more 


than a generation. 

His answer is that teaching jobs in the ele- 
mentary schools shall be filled by competitive 
examination, regardless of where the applicants 
were educated, for any positions left over @fter 
all graduates of Harris and Stowe colleges have 
been comfortably berthed. In brief, Mr. Hickey 
proposes to do nothing at all about the situation 
for the present, beyond the inescapable mini- 
mum which necessity dictates. 

Any further action, he says, is on an “if and 
when” basis, depending on adoption at some 
time in the future of a merit plan for the selec- 
tion of Board of Education employes. Mr. Hickey 
says he has obtained from the board’s attor- 
ney an opinion that the city schools are under a 
moral obligation, and probably a legal obligation 
also, to provide all Harris and Stowe graduates 
with teaching jobs before taking any “outsiders.” 
' We are moved to inquire since when it has 
become appropriate or expedient to go to legal 
counsel for opinién on a moral obligation. Can- 
not Mr. Hickey and the board itself face facts 
and decide moral issues. on their own account? 
If they would do this, is it not just possible that 
they would discern a moral obligation to give 
the students and patrons of St. Louis schools the 
best teachers obtainable at given salaries with- 
out reference to what college they attended? 

We must confess doubt, furthermore, whether 
there is any legal obligation to the Harris and 
Stowe graduates to place them ahead of gradu- 
ates of all other teachers’ colleges the state and 
nation over. We would like to see a test in the 
present courts. 

The least that Mr. /Hickey should have done 
was to have asked Ashe board to remove now 
any possible “moral obligation” to Harris and 
Stowe graduates by warning them that if pres- 
ent students are given priority, no like favoritism 
shall apply to those enrolling hereafter. ’

THE HORSEMAN'S ENCYCLOPEDIA 
Cabell Seif. (A. S. Barnes, New 
This is a careful and comprehensive com- 

pilation of both common information and 
many rare and unusual bits of knowledge 
concerning horses, The emphasis of the 
book is on the riding and training of hunt- 
ers and jumpers; but every type of horse 
is adequately covered, There are large sec- 
tions on the various styles of riding, the 
so-called “saddle-horse” seat versus the so- 
called “forward” seat and the advantages 
and disadvantages of both. 

The subjects covered range from “acci- 
dents” to “zebra”; and while there is con- 
siderable repetition if. the book jis read 
straight through, this would not be noticed 
when it is used for reference, which was 
undoubtedly its purpose in the author's 
mind. 

It would be an even more useful volume 
if there were a better cross index, and if 
the arrangement of the facts had been mod- 
ified from the strictly alphabetical one. Still 
it is a volume which will be treasured and 
frequently used by every person interested, 
either intimately or casually, in horses. 

Even the most widely read and experi- 
enced horseman will discover in this book 
some facts previously unknown to him. For 
example, under the subject “Height of 
Horses,” it is stated that the strongest 
horses in the hunt field are not the biggest 
ones, but those horses which stand 15.3 to 
16 hands. It has’ been traditionally be- 
lieved*that the bigger the horse the strong~ 
er he is, It is interesting to find that this 
has been disproved by numerous military 
experiments,

Mother of a Genius 


THE MARBLE MAN'S WIFE: 
MOTHER, by Hayden Norwoed. 
Sons, New York.) 

A woman who could foresee events, who 
could read a letter before it reached her in 
the mail, or see a chance to make a dollar 
500 miles away, but who could not see the 
genius of her own son—that was the 
mother of Thomas Wolfe as she tells the 
story herself. 

“The Marble Man’s Wife” is practically 
a monologue by Wolfe’s mother about her- 
self, her family, and the times of her life. 
It is hardly a biography, but it holds the 
tales of an 82-year-old woman as she 
wanted them told. 

She is frank, but naturally there were 
some things she saw differently from 
others. She makes the family appear bet- 
ter educated than it was, and fails to tell 
of some of Tom’s struggles for advanced 
education when they thought he should go 
to work. 

Tom was not his mother’s favorite child, 
as she. herself has made clear. Of the child 
Grover’s. death, which occurred while the 
family was living in St. Louls, she said: 

“I could have given up any child I had 
and it could not have hurt any-worse.” 

Asked if she recognized genius in Tom 
when he was a child, she replied: 

“Well, no I didn’t. Tom was a bright 
boy, but he would cling to you like a child, 
and I guess I made a baby out of him.” 

Mrs. Wolfe was torn to her foundations 
by the Eliza of “Look Homeward, Angel,” 
Tom's autobiographical novel. 

After “Look Homeward, Angel” came out, 
Tom was full of trouble. He had said: 

“If I write this book, and I must write jt, 
for I must write, and it is all I have to 
work with, they'll never let me visit North 
Carolina again.” 

They did, but it was a long time be- 
fore Tom ventured the presence of his own 
mother. 

When he did so, he conceived the idea of 
“You Can’t Go Home Again.” But he was 
bitter at his family’s dislike to be used, 
even put upon, in order to produce what 
he thought was something great. 

He went back to Asheville in 1987. He 
planned to go back quietly in the summer, 
take a house out of the city, and work. 
But the scions of the town fell upon the 
celebrity. The “crowd” which would not 
even carry him on its dancing and playing 
fringes when he was an awkward boy 
descended upon his house, and he returned 
in sudden disappointment to New York. 
Asheville was done, fog him.

In her newest novel, Pearl Buck writes 
once more of the Chinese, among whom she 
lived for many years. This time she is 
telling a story not of the little people of 
China but of a great family. And instead 
of the background of epic events that was 
so effective in “Good Earth” and “Dragon 
Seed,” she has substituted a subjective 
analysis of the relationships of men and 
women within a single, wealthy household. 

The peasants of her earlier works were 
simple people, but they were substantial. 
and they gave her Writing a certain 
strength. The historical action on which 
she built gave her books some significance 
These factors are missing from “Pavilion 
of Women,” and there is little to replace 
them. 

There is, of course, local color. We find 
the Wu family equipped with chopsticks 
of three qualities—ivory, painted wood and 
bamboo. At the house of their equally 
rich but less fastidious neighbors, the dogs 
clean up the floors after mealtime. 

* * + 

And the plot does not lack in movement. 
The concubine was abandoned as an in- 
fant, but her mother not only turns up in 
the final chapter, but proves to be a gentle- 
woman as well. Even the sainted but mys- 
terious priest who wrought the great 
change in Madame Wu is identified and 
explained on the last pages. 

Madame Wu, the heroine, is too serene 
and virtuous a woman to experience much 
conflict. But she does lack. at the outset. 
an awareness of her soul. hrough an ¢€x- 
alted love for Father Andre this blind spot 
is somehow removed, and she gains a con- 
viction of immortality. As proof of this 
we are told that “Goda sha did not wor- 
ship, and faith she had none. but lowe she 
had and forever.” 

The book is a best-aeller, but one feels 
this is so only because it profita from Mrs.

To Hide a Sharp Sword 
THE COLLECTED WARTIME MESSAGES OF GEN- 

ERALISSIMO CHIANG KAI-SHEK (Johan Dey Co. 

New York.) 

Once, the haughty Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek, who lifted the mantle of public 
adulation from the shoulders of tha dying 
Chinese revolutionary, Sun Yat-sen. to use 
it straightaway to hide a sharp sword, with 
which all anti-Chiang elements were slaugh- 
tered, said: 

“If we were now to be involved in a war 
with Japan, certain unprincipled and di- 
visive groups opposed to the Government 


.,would be sure to take advantage of the 


situation to cause trqanble. . . . So nat- 
urally wa cannot resfst Japan, but must 
suffer at her hands oppreasion and inesw!t.” 

That was in July, 1934, while Chiang was 
busying himself trying to get rid of the 
Communists south of the Yangtze It 
wasn't until four years later that the Com- 
munists—with the worried co-operation of 
a young warlkQd named Chang—forced 
Chiang to do something about the way the 
most populous nation was being driven into 
the earth by a horde of Japanese locusts.

We are not yet in sight of that 
increase in efficiency and pro- 
ductivity of industry which would 
enable us to re-establish our ex- 
port position and meet the im- 
mense domestic demand for con- 
sumer goods and services. 

There is, says the White Paper, 
a vital shortage of manpower 
and maldistribution of manpower 
which keeps some of the “vital 
services” undermanned and sends 
far too many people into non- 
vital services. Despite the export 
of more goods than in 1938, we 
not only import 30 per cent less 
goods than we did in that -year 
from America and Canada, but 
we shall have to plan for the 
situation to be reached when the 
American and Canadian loans are 
exhausted. 


Three Essential Needs. 

After income tax is paid, the 
total amount of all incomes in the 
community is well over seven bil- 
lion pounds, while goods and 
services available to the com- 
munity are, at present prices, 
worth only six billion pounds. 
Though there has been an 
improvement in the wage con- 
ditions of workers which the 
White Paper estimates at roughly 
£250,000,000 over those in July 
1945, to keep that advantage and 
give it reality we need a perma- 
nent increase in export trade of 
more than 75 per cent above the 
prewar level. 

The three essential needs, there- 
fore, that we confront are, (1) an 
increase in industrial efficiency 
and productivity, (2) an increase 
in manpower, above all in es- 
sential industries, and (3) the 
power to keep the costs of pro- 
duction steady. 

No one, I think, will be inclined 
te deny either the validity or the 
gravity of this picture. The whole 
economic future of Great Britain 
depends upon fulfilling the three 
conditions of which the White 
Paper speaks. Only later, how- 
ever, shall we know of the 
methods by which the Govern- 
ment proposes to meet them.

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UITE a few observers con- 
() scents predicted Europe 

would be swept by strictly Com- 
munist and successful revolutions 
after Germany's collapse. This was 
expected particularly where the 
Red armies expelled the Nazis 
from the Danubian countries. But 
such mass uprisings as occurred 
were neither strictly Communist 
nor completely successful. Tito’s 
regime in Yugoslavia stands alone 
as having come close to fulfilling 
the advance prophecies. In reality, 
the refusal o* the Hungarians, the 
Bulgarians and Romanians to go 
Marxist Red with a big bang is 
much more notable—and perhaps 
more signifécant. 

All three of these latter countries 
are well inside the Soviet zone. All 
three have been occupied by Sov- 
jet divisions for two years or more. 
All three rate as. Soviet satellites 
today; and in each. of these na- 
tions the Communist party domi- 
nates or runs the government, The 
personnel of their police forces is 
also a Communist monopoly. These 
facts are widely known. But the 
question still remains—just how 
strong are the Soviets in Hungary, 
Bulgaria and Romania at present? 

The answer is that Soviet-Com- 
munist controls are by no Means 
as complete as they usually look 
from this side of the Atlantic. 
Nor can these controls be expand- 
ed and made sufficiently “reliable” 
from the Marxist-Kremlin view- 
point, in any short period. If that 
is accomplished it will probably 
take several years of pronounced 
efforts by local Communists, 
backed by Soviet Russia. 


Test in Hungary, Romania. 

Of these three Russian - zone 
@untries, Bulgaria has much the 
strongest Communist party. Being 
a Slavic nation, its people are also 
instinctively pro-Russian. There- 
fore the real test of how much 
support and internal power the 
Soviets have won over a period of 
two years exists uniquely in Hun- 
gary and Romania. The degree of 
Soviet-Communist success in these 
two lands is especially important 
because their peoples are no more 
Slavic than Germans or Italians. 
Likewise because Hungary and 
Romania form a corridor between 
the northern Slavs (Poles and 
Czechs) and the southern Slavs 
(Serbians and Bulgars). Without 
a solid Communist, pro-Soviet 
foundation in Hungary and Ro- 
mania there can be'no firm and 
dependable “Soviet zone” in east- 
ern Europe. Its middle section 
would be dubious and unpredic- 
table. 

This {s the case today. As yet 
both Hungary and Romania are 
unabsorbed and unpredictable as- 
sets in terms of Soviet influence 
and of local Communist entrench- 
ment, Affer weeks of study inside 
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increasingly apparent to me. In 
terms of influence and power the 
Soviets and local Communists 
alike have certainly achieved a 
great deal. But what they’ve been 
forced to “patch over”’ and what 
they still haven’t done—or can 
only hope to do.through long-term 
persistent efforts—is more surpris- 
ing and equally instructive. 


$ Keyg to Influence. 


This can best be seen by con- 
sidering the three main instru- 
ments of - Soviet - Communist 
influence. They are: 


1. Physical—through police 
and army control. In this sector 
Communist police controls are 
virtually complete—but not even 
the officer corps in the Hun- 
garian and Romanian armies 
are yet more than partially 
Communist-manned or “Marxist 
indoctrinated.” 


2. Political and propagandistic 
controls. In Romania the levers 
of these powers seem almost 
completely in Communist hands. 
In Hungary the Communists 
dominate governmental deci- 
sions in key places, but the 
anti-Marxist Smallholders party 
is more than three times as 
strong as the Communists in 
the Parliament. In both these 
countries -the opposition is 
strong in numbers, In each a 
one-party system has not been 
imposed, and probably could not 
be without much bloodshed. 


3. Economic controls, In re- 
gard to key resources and a few 
key industries, Soviet special in- 
terests hold monopoly control. 
But no socialism, such as nation- 
alizing of industry, has yet been 
attempted. Capitalism still func- 
tions and to a remarkable de- 
gree, Key controls also give the 
Soviets a monopoly of Hun- 
garian and Romanian exports— 
but the danger of a_ serious 
“backfire” from the sinking 
living standards in Hungary and 
Romania cannot be discounted; 
There are many unplugged or 
unpluggable holes in these coun- 
tries’ economy. The question re- 
maing whether the U.S.S.R. will 
wind up with healthy, produc- 
tive satellites? Or with satellites 
crippled by unemployment, un- 
curbable inflation, bankruptcy 
and grave social unrest? 

This, I believe, is a fair sum- 
mary of facts, 


3 Major Handicaps. 


But they must be weighed 
alongside certain other pertinent 
facts. By these I mean the three 
major Soviet handicaps or mis- 
takes which have combined to 
undermine seriously both Soviet 
and Communist strength in Hun- 

ry and Romania, They can be 
outlined briefly in this fashion: 

1. Excessive looting and vio- 
lence by Russian troops while 
hostilities continued—and the 
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admittedly large amounts of 
machinery, goods and livestock 
removed as “war booty” by the 
Russians, Since Hungarian and 
Rumanian troops fought and pil- 
laged inside Russia, the excesses 
committed by Soviet soldiers in 
Danubian countries were almost 
certainly inevitable; probably 
quite uncontrollable in most 
cases, But these lawless actions 
aroused a deep bitterness among 
peasants and townsmen, espe- 
cially in Hungary. To have dis- 
sipated this antagonism the So- 
viets would have had to limit 
their withdrawals of “war 
booty” to a minimum based on 
the most clearly defendable 
claims, On all sides Hungarians 
and Rumanians insist —and 
often with sharp resentment— 
that the Russians took every- 
thing out of their countries 
which they could find an excuse 
for taking. 


Unquestionably the Soviets 
had just claims for large quan- 
tities of “war booty” from Hun- 
gary and Romania. But, aside 
from Communists, I never met 
anyone in these countries who 
did not charge that Russian re- 
movals were exorbitant, running 
into huge valuations. These 
people maintain that their na- 
tions’ economy cannot recover 
from”* these losses for many 
years. One conclusion cannot he 
avoided. So far as hoping to 
win the Hungarians and Ro- 
manians is concerned, the size 
of “war booty” withdrawals and 
of looting were costly mistakes 
—and the former could have 
been tempered. 


2. The Soviets’ psychological 
errors, A recurrent statement 
. along the Danube is that “the 
Russians have no understand- 
ing of foreign psychology.” In 
the largest squares of Budapest 
the Soviets erected handsome 
monuments to the “liberating 
Red Army.” These monuments 
are floodlighted at night. The 
largest, on St. Gellert hill, 
towers over the entire capital. 
No Budapest citizen can circu- 
late without encountering these 
reminders of Soviet power or his 
debt to the Soviets. The Hun- 
garians distinctly resent these 
reminders, The last thing the 
monuments do is to create good- 
will toward the Soviet Union. 
But they do symbolize forcefully 
the great psychological gap be- 
tween the Russians and the 
mass of Danubian peoples. An 
Austrian worker expressed it 
this way: “If the Russians had 
acted differently 40 per cent of 
the Viennese would have gone 
Communist.” 


3. The extent and method of 
Communist domination of the 
Budapest and Bucharest govern- 
ments. Previously-exiled Com- 
munist leaders were immediately 
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| given key positions in the new 

provisional governments. Being 
a small minority, and working 
under chaotic “liberation” con- 
ditions, these Communists used 
drastic methods. With Nazi 
troops just expelled and with 
mobs in the streets, they had to 
be ruthless as well as energetic. 
Inevitably some appointees 
abused their positions; some 
grafters exploited their oppor- 
tunities. But the longer a Com- 
munist minority dominated their 
governments the more the aver- 
age Hungarians and Romanians 
resented their power. Probably 
the imposition of Communist 
key men was the only course 
that Moscow dared to trust in 
those first stormy months. But 
the continuance of Communist 
party domination alienated vast 
numbers of citizens in these two 
countries, Establishment of 
genuine Popular Front coalition 
governments might well have 
won the Communists a much 
larger following. 


Small Minority Won Over. 


These factors, probably related 
go far to answer our original 
question about Soviet strength in 
Danubian Europe. Simultaneously 
they combine to explain one of 
the most surprising facts inside 
the Soviets’ eastern zone. 

Both the Soviets and the local 
Communist parties have failed to 
win more than a relatively small 
minority of the Hungarian or the 
Romanian people. At least, a con- 
sensus of the most reliable opin- 
jon one can find clearly indicates 
this. So do the frank comments 
of all kinds of people whom a 
visitor encounters in cities, or in 
the provinces. The only real Com- 
munist strength lies among the 
industrial workers, who are them- 
selves a small minority. Both Hun- 
gary and Romania are about 85 
per cent peasant in population.

BERLIN, Feb. 1 (UP) — De- 
Nazification and war crimes trials 
in the American occupation zone 
of Germany are not expected to be 
completed for at least 18 months, 
a high American source said to- 
day. 

The British, meanwhile, an- 
nounced that trials of 27,000 Ger- 
mans in their zone _ probably 
would wind up by the end of 
1947, but that de-Nazification pro- 
ceedings might take longer, 

The Russians announced that 
de-Nazification virtually has heen 
completed in the Soviet zone.

HENEVER 1 read in the 
W rewspapers today of the 

great developments in the 
world of science, my memories go 
back many years ago to the even- 
ings when we would sit in this 
living room and Mr. Edison would 
talk of the things that lay in 
the future. 


I have often thought of how 
tremendously interested Mr. Edi- 
son would be, were he here today, 
to see the wonderful strides in 
science. I know how engrossed he 
would be in atomic research. 


I remember well how he always 
said there were great undeveloped 
possibilities of which we knew 
nothing: That we were merely 
scratching the surface of know!l- 
edge. Mr. Edison had an unend- 
ing curiosity about everything. He 
always questioned life’s mysteries 
and he wanted to know the meana- 
ing of things. 

Yet, he never wasted time idly 
dreaming. His mind was eternally 
turning to thoughts of what this 
world contained — and of which 
we knew nothing as yet. 

It was in this very room at this 
desk on my right that he thought 
of and planned so many of his 
extraordinary contributions to the 
world. Yet, he never gave a 
thought to whether his work 
would bring him fame or give his 
name a lasting place in history. 
He was like other great men of 
genius who did what they did ‘be- 
cause there was in them some 
strange urge to do it. When Mr. 
Edison knew there was a need for 
something he simply took up the 
problem and did what he could 
to solve it. 


Along with his unusual curios- 
ity he had the attribute of great 
concentration. Sometimes, it 
seems, his deafness was a bless- 
ing. It was never necessary for 
him to be alone in a room when 
he worked. We could all be near 
him in this room, doing just what 
we wanted to do, without disturb- 
ing him in the least. 


Let no one think that Mr. Edi- 
son's work kept him from the 
closeness of his family. When 
any one of us asked him a ques- 
tion, even when busy at his desk, 
he always answered. Many times 
he would leave his work and en- 
ter into the -family’s interests. 


No Tribulations. 


There were no trials; there were 
no tribulations in being the wife 
of such a man. I can look back 
on those wonderful years and see 
nothing in them but compensation. 
We have always felt that any in- 
conveniences there may have been 
were as nothing, such as the ir- 
regularity of his working hours 
which required constant readjust- 
ing of the plans in the home. What 
we were doing was for a man ac- 
complishing great things for the 
world. 

To me, Mr. Edison always re- 
mained the same genial, lovely 
man [ first met at a friend’s 
dinner while I was attending 
school in Boston. I was studying 
piano at the time and they asked 
me to play. Reluctantly, because 
I was not prepared, I agreed, 
thinking to myself: “O, well, I'll 
never see Mr. Edison again, any- 
way.” 

It was the close of the school 
term and I had been invited by 
these friends to’spend a week at 
their beach home. While I was 
there Mr. Edison was an unex- 
pected guest for part of the time. 
He constantly entertained us with 
his anecdotes. 

Later, after I had _ returned 
home, Mr. Edison planned a trip 
for these same friends. They 
asked me to join them but my 
parents said “no”. However, Mr. 
Edison and my friends stopped at 
our summer home at Chautauqua, 
N. Y., and they made the trip 
sound so attractive that father at 
last consented to my going.

One evening, after spending the 
day on top of Mount Washington, 
we were sitting around the hotel 
in the foOthills. Mr. Edison wrote 
down for me the Morse code 
characters and by the next morn- 
ing I had memorized them. A 
short time later he slowly.tapped 
out a message to me which I was 
able to understand. 

Just what that message said I 
consider too sacred to repeat, but 
it was one of the steps that led 
to our marriage. 

Years later, the Morse code I 
had learned proved to be useful. 
When we would go riding in an 
automobile Mr. Edison would sit 
in the front seat. Because of his 
deafness, I had a little contrap- 
tion rigged up with a light and I 
would flash messages to him from 
the back seat. 


: Loved Motor Trips. 


Although Mr. Edison never 
drove an automobile, he loved to 
take motor trips. Each year we 
would go on a three-week vaca- 
tion trip which Mr. Edison 
planned in detail. We always had 
two cars of the same make so we 
could take our friends and the 
children’s friends to enjoy the 
outings with us. 

Although our son Charles (for- 
mer New Jersey Governor Charles 
Edison) wa only in his mid-teens, 
Mr. Edison would keep him driv- 
ing hours ‘at a time because 
Charles was careful to avoid the 
bumps. Our cars in those days 
of motoring around 1907 were 
White Steamers which always 


‘seemed to need more water. Theo- 


dore, a number of years younger 
than Charles, contributed his part 
to our trips by fetching buckets 
of water from handy brooks to 
keep the boiler filled. Every mem- 
ber of the family, in fact, had a 
task to perform. 

An unusual thing about Mr. 
Edison was that he never. tink- 
ered with mechanical things, yet 
he had marvelously delicate hands 
and was most skillful in sketch- 
ing out. his experiments. He drew 
very well. 

He kept notes with a lead pen- 
cil. Evenings, after dinner, he 
would come up to this room,, sit 
down at his desk, and literally 
work out 50 or more things he 
was to do the next day. In the 
morning, he would take his notes 
to the laboratory and apportion 
the work among his assistants. 
Evening after evening he would 
carry out this same procedure. 
His fund of ideas was amazing. 

The stories about his getting so 
little sleep are true. Sometimes, 
in fact, he would work for 36 
hours at a stretch. 

Many, many nights .he would 
have his dinner sent down to the 
laboratory and then work till .the 
early morning hours. He was never 
neglected though, and not infre- 
quently I would make sandwiches 
and coffee at 2 o'clock in the 
morning and send them down to 
Mr. Edison and his helpers. 

There was one rule in this 
household: Mr. Edison was first; 
no matter what he wanted, it had 
to be done. Everyone understood 
this rule and we were only happy 
to do everything for him as we 
knew he was working for every 
man’s benefit. 


No Half-way Measures. 


Mr. Edison’s mode of life left 
no room for half-way measures. 
Whatever he undertook he went 
into strenuously and deeply. 

He loved music and although he

Brain Extract Kills Germs More 
Effectively Than Penicillin

NEW YORK, Feb. 1 (AP). 

EAD brain contains something 

that kills germs. 

The nature of this gray mat- 
ter stuff is still a mystery, but it 
is doing better than penicillin in 
knocking out blood poisoning in 


mice, 

The experiments have been go- 
ing on for several years at the 
Institutum Divi Thomae, Cincin- 
nati. The brain matter has shown 
a little edge over penicilliin from 
the start, and the latest tests are 
described in the Journal] of Bacte- 
riolo by Leo G. Nutini, M.D., 
and Sister Eva Maria Lynch, 8.8S.J. 

The brain material is an extract. 
It is produced by several chemical 
and mecahnical separations, that 
include whirling in a centrifuge 
and passing through a filter that 
takes out al]! visible particles, The 
extraction processes are supposed 
to remove all proteins. 

But whether the germ-fighting 
stuff that is left comes from brain

nerve cells or other tissues is not 
known and chemical analysis has 
not shown the composition, ~ 

Mice were divided into three 
groups. All were given injections 
of staphylococcus aureus sufficieht 
to produce blood poisoning. One 
group of mice was given no medi- 
cine, another penicillin and the 
third the brain éxtract. These 
were given after the blood poison- 
ing had delevoped. 


Ninety-five per cent-of the mice 
receiving no medicine died. Ten 
per cent of the penicillin-treated 
mice died. None died after re- 
ceiving the brain extract. 

The experiment was repeated, 
using the brain extract and peni- 
cillin in advance as a preventive 
against the same disease. Again 
ten per cent of the penicillin- 
treated animals died. None of the 
brain extract mice died, Ninety 
per cent of the controls died. 

The brain extract is not a mere 
shot in the dark. Years ago doc- 
tors noted that frequently germs 
concentrate their attacks on one 
or more bodily organs, but not 
on all, They reasoned that the 


immune organs might possess 
some sort of a protector. 

In exploring this theory the 
Institutum Divi Thomae found the 
mysterious brain extract. The 
results are much like those of 
another theory, which produced 
penicillin, streptomycin and tyro- 
thricin. That theory held that 
as some germs seem to be able 
to destroy, or resist, other germs, 
the resistant kind must possess 
some chemical compound that 
saves them, 


The first work with brain ex- 
tract was done at the Institutum 
in test tubes, where it reduced the 
virulence of the staphylococcus 
germs, 

No experiments have been made 
in human uses of the brain mater- 
ial. It is proposed to make ex- 
tracts of other bodily organs to 
see whether they contain similar 
or different protectors. 

The Institutum scientists have 
had a long experience in tissue 
extraction which led to discovery 
of inhibitors of growth and also 
of other extracts which promoted 


growth of tissues. 
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Thomas Edison’s Widow Tells 
Of Life With Famed 


Inventor

he could pick out on the Kpy- 
boards of the instruments he kept 
near at hand. 

He was tremendously interested 
in medicine and he could have 
made a great physician. At one 
time he actually developed a 
medicine for arthritis. I always 
called him my doctor. I rarely had 
to call in a physician as he would 
tell me what ‘to do. Quite a few 
of the many scientific volumes in 
this room are books on medicine 
and he liked to talk with physi- 
cians about medical problems, 
Never upon his own physical con- 
dition, however, because he was a 
healthy man and never had much 
to do with physicians on that 
score. 

But you must not think that 
Mr. Edison ever would have pre- 
ferred any other life than the life 
he followed. He had no regrets. 

Mr. Edison woul@ work endless- 
ly on a problem, using the method 
of elimination. If a person asked 


him whether he were discouraged¢ 


because so many attempts proved 
unavailing, he would say, “no, I 
am not discouraged because every 
wrong attempt discarded is an- 
other step forward.” A _ failure 
was always an incentive for him 
to try something else. 

He\ invented so many things; 
but of them all, I think he was 
most attached to the phonograph 
because of his love for music. He 
wanted everything to be perfect. 
He was never satisfied, not even 
with the phonograph. He never 
ceased trying to eliminate imper- 
fections in recordings. 

As I said, he sought perfection 
in everything... Take the motion 
picture. We had sound synchroni- 
zation in his laboratory long be- 
fore it became public, but he didn’t 
consider it ready for release. 

Mr. Edison, incidentally, pre- 
ferred the silent films because his 
deafness prevented him from fully 
appreciating the talkies. Discon- 
tinuation of the silent films de- 
prived so many deaf persons, in- 
cluding Mr. Edison, of a great 
source of pleasure that I have 
always regretted they were no 
longer available to those so handi- 
capped. I am happy to have read 
lately, however, that special pro- 
vision is being made by the motiou 
picture companies to produce spe- 
cial films for the deaf. 

Went to Movies Often. — 


There were times when I was 
to say I was sorry he invented 
the motion picture, for there were 
some weeks we attended the cine- 
ma every night. Often when I 
was attending a meeting in town 
he would pick me_up about 9 
o'clock and off to the movies we 
would go. Many nights, I must 
confess, I would have preferred to 
attend a concert. 

Mr. Edison didn’t like tragedies. 
He always wanted the picture to 
have a pleasing ending. That’s 
the way he felt about current lit- 
erature, too, but he did read de- 
tective stories for relaxation. 

Mr. Edison always had a pleas- 
ant, friendly smile for everyone, 
especially the children. They took 
to him immediately. I never saw 
a child who was shy with Mr. 
ane 

He preferred the smaller towns. 
He never liked New York. Al- 
ways as a girl I had dreamed of 
marrying and having a stone house 
for a home. When Mr. Edison 
and I were married there were 
two properties that interested 
him! One a stone house on River- 
side drive in New York and this 
wooden house. Mr. Edison wanted 
me to see them and said I could 
have either. But knowing he de- 
sired to establish a great new lab- 
oratory in the country, I didn’t 
even go to look at the stone house. 

Our home here originally was 
lighted with gas which had to be 
pumped every night. Mr. Edison 
soon decided we should have elec- 
tric lights. It was only fitting 
that the man who gave light to 
the world should have it in his 
own home.

The years have brought many 
important changes.

Desk of Edison 
Sealed 15 Years 
Will Be Opened 


Dramatic Prelude to 
Inventor’s Centen- 
nial; Papers to Be

HOMAS EDISON’S old rolltop 
desk, sealed for more than 15 
years, will be opened next Sat- 
urday as a dramatic preliminary 
to worldwide observance of the 
great inventor’s centennial on 
Feb, 11. 

Former Gov. Charles Edison of 
New Jersey, son of the inventor, 
sealed the desk in the inventor’s 
laboratory library in West Orange 
the day after his father died on 
Oct. 18, 1931. At the time, the 
son said he made a cursory check 
of the desk’s contents, ; 

The family intended to open the 
desk a short time later, but for 
various reasons this was delayed 
until it was decided to hold off 
until the 100th anniversary of the 
birth of Thomas Alva Edison at 
Milan, O., Feb, 11, 1847. 

While the desk is not expected 
to yield anything of scientific 
value, its papers and correspond- 
ence will be “studied for further 
light on the inventor's personality 
by his biographers. 


Long Preparations. 


A committee formed by 100 
world leaders in science, educa- 
tion, industry and public service 
has been preparing for the centen- 
nial anniversary more than a year, 
The committee is headed by 
Charles F. Kettering, Detroit re- 
Search specialist and inventor, 
and includes the “Edison Pio- 
neers,” a dwindling group of men 
who worked -with the “old man.” 

The day’s activities will be high- 
lighted by a ceremony at Milan, 
where the U. S. Postoffice will 
present a memorial album of the 
Special Edison commemorative 
stamp to Mrs. Madeleine Edison 
Sloane of West Orange, daughter 
of the inventor, 

At*the same time, at Menlo 
Park, N. J., where Edison worked 
before moying to West Orange, 
Charles Edison wfll speak at cere- 
monies dedicating a plaque at the 
site of the Edison tower and per- 
petual light, a replica of the orig- 
inal bulb that was to light the 
world. 

That night, from 7 to 11:30, the 
sky over New York will be illum- 
inated by six Army mobile search- 
light units, with a capacity of 
100,000,000 candlepower and capa- 
ble of shooting a beam 12 miles 
up. The units were developed dur- 
ing the war and their use that 
night will be their first mass dem- 
onstration. 

Governors of many states have 
proclaimed Feb. 11 as Thomas 
Alva Edison day. In Congress, a 
bill has been introduced to desig- 
nate that date every year in trib- 
ute to the “Wizard of Menlo 
Park.” 

In perhaps every community in 
the land, some kind of recognition 
of Edison’s great work will be 
made on the anniversary. In 30,- 
000 public, private and parochial 
schools in this country and Can- 
ada, students will study sets of 
postures telling in pictures of the 
life and achievements of the in- 
ventor. 

Pageant of Light. 

Having a special emphasis this 
year will be the annual pageant of 
light at Fort Myers, Fla., where 
Edison maintained a winter home 
and a laboratory iri which he ex- 
perimented on the possibility of 
growing rubber in the continental 
United States. 

As they have done every year 
since his death, the “Edison pio- 
neers” will hold their commemora- 
tive luncheon at the Hotel Astor 
in New York. In the evening, the 
American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers, New York section, will 
hold a 1500-guest dinner at the 
Waldorf Astoria in co-operation 
with numerous other professional 
societies.

1. Could the generals sit in 
Wushington, press buttons and 
watch by television as a super A- 
bomb speeds from the United 
States and drops on a city on the 
other side of the world, destroy- 
ing it in one blast? 


2. Has another nation secretly 
discovered a way to’make bombs 
more deadly than those dropped 
on Japan? To destroy civiliza- 
tion it ,would be necessary to 
crush it in every nation. Therefore, 
some “other nation besides the 
United States would have to have 
A-bombs and be prepared to 
launch them if the United States 
does—and at about the same time. 


Answers to those questions skirt 
the atomic energy control law, 
which forbids, under penalty of 
death, the disclosure of atomic 
weapon information. 


Indirect Replies. 


However _ scientific literature 
and government officials have re- 
plied, indirectly, to much of the 
speculation. This is within the 
bounds of law. 

Here are sOme questions and 
such answers: 

Question: Is it possible to build 
an A-bomb much mgre powerful 
than the ones dropped on Japan? 

Answer: Yes. Atomic scientists 
Say the bombs dropped on Naga- 
saki and Hiroshima were “play- 


things” compared with what might 
be built. 

Q. How can 
bombs be built? 

A. The most discussed ways are 
these: Improve the efficiency and 
enlarge the size of the Nagasaki- 
Hiroshima type bombs. Or de- 
velop a new method of splitting 
atoms that can be applied to atoms 
of lighter elements. 

Q. Is it possible these develop- 
ments have taken place, and do 
we now have a super bomb, 600 
times more powerful than the 
first? 

A. Scientists say there undoubt- 
edly have been “improvements” in 
A-bombs, pointing out that more 
than a year has passed since the 
war ended. 

John J. McCloy, former assist- 
ant Secretary of War, recently 
gave a hint, however, that it may 
be 10 years before we produce a 
bomb even 10 times as powerful 
as the firstsone. He said in a re- 
cent speech before the National 
Association of Life Underwriters: 

“From first hand information 
given to me by the scientists 
whose prophecies were uncannily 
accurate during the course of the 
war, there can be little doubt that 
within the next 10 years, to be 
conservative, bombs of the power 
equivalent of 100,000 to 250,000 
tons of TNT can be made, some- 
thing over 10 times more powerful 


more powerful 


than the bomb dropped on Hiro-| 


shima.” 

He was discussing possibilities 
for the improvement of bombs 
made from the “heavy elements” 
such as uranium, used in the first 
bombs. 

Scientists know super bombs 
can be made if a way can be 
found to utilize the lighter ele- 
ments, such as the gasses hydro- 
gen or helium. 


May Be Different Method.

this might involve a_ different 
method of releasing the atomic 
energy and require heat equiva- 
lent to that of the sun, along with

Manhattan scientists re- 
cently told the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission: 

“It is physically possible to re- 
lease nuclear energy from the 
very light elements. Such a re- 
lease is believed to exist in the 
sun and other stellar bodies. At 
present the possibility—of—using 
reactions of this type seems quite 
remote.” 

Great Problems Cited. 

Another authority has said the 
problems are so great, involving 
the creation of temperatures of 
more than 1,000,000 degrees of 
centigrade that the answers lie 
only in the realm of fiction. 

Q. Supposing we can increase 
the size of the bomb. Is it pos- 
sfble to deliver a bomb of huge 
proportions to the target? 

A. John F. Victory, executive 
secretary of the National Advis- 
ory Committee for Aeronautics, 
hinted in a recent interview in 
Washington that it is “theoreti- 
cally” possible to fire a super 
bomb by rocket to such a distant 
point as Berlin. However, he said 
more research is necessary. 

Q. Has any nation made any 
secret A bomb discoveries? 

A. The Scientific and Technical 
Committee of the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission said 
in a recent report: 

“There exists a possibility that 
the information with which this 
committee has dealt may be in- 
complete in another sense, name- 
ly, that major discoveries, as dis- 
tinguished from technological de- 
velopments, may have been made 
somewhere in the world but not 
disclosed. ... 

“Logically such a_ possibility 
cannot be excluded; on the other 
hand there are scientific grounds 
for believing that discoveries un- 
known to us, which might seri- 
ously invalidate our analysis of 
the technical aspects of control, 
are improbable.” 

Q. Is it possible by “push-but- 
ton war” to destroy a _ distant 
enemy? 

A. Dr. Vannevar Bush, chief of 
the Office of Scientific Research 
and Development and an A-bomb 
authority, said in an address last 
month to the general engineering 
meeting sponsored by 10 engineer- 
ing societies: 

“If, as Heaven forbid, this na- 
tion gver has to engage in an- 
other major conflict, we may be 
sure that it will have to exert 
the unified strength of all three 
arms—land, air and sea—and that 
no one arm will do all the fight- 
ing and by the same token that 
by no means all the fighting will 
be done by pushing buttons.”

The islands, just east of Puerto 
Rico, were discovered by Colum- 
bus on his second voyage, in 1493. 
He called them “Las Once Mil 
Virgenes” —the eleven thousand 
virgins. 

The islands’ population is slight- 
ly over 40,000, mostly Negroes who 
are absorbing American ways and 
feel proud of being American citi- 
zens. The islanders engage mostly 
in agriculture, especially the rais- 
ing of sugar cane. 

The islands were purchased in 
1917 to be converted into an im- 
portant naval fueling base and 
also because of the fear in some 
quarters that Germany might buy 
or seize them first as a submarine 
base. 

During World War. II, they 
again became a military and naval 
bulwark, 

The purchase, in the opinion of 
Caribbean experts, marked the be 
ginning of a series of developments 
in United States policy in that 
area. 

Prior to 1917 United States lead- 
ers had recognized the importance 
of the chain of West Indian islands 
directly to the northeast of the 
Panama canal, but it was not until 
the airplane was developed into 
a powerful weapon that military 


strategists began thinking serious- 
ly about them. 

Actual U.S. interest in the Carib. 
bean began in 1898 with acquisi- 
tion of Puerto Rico from Spain 
after the Spanish-American war. 
The island soon became an im- 
portant military and naval base 
and has often been called “the 
Gibraltar of the Caribbean.” 

Although the Virgin Islands and 
Puerto Rico are the only US. 
territorial possessions in the 
Caribbean, the United States has 
been concerned over other colonies 
in the area. This concern was 
evident during World War II mor 
than ever before. * 

Now that the war is over, the 
Caribbean islands are expected to 
become a perimiter of bases at a 
radius of about 1000 miles from 
the Panama Canal. The vulner- 
ability of the present canal, or of 
another sea level, canal if built as 
planned, has increased with the 
atomic bomb.

The coal outlook — inseparably 
tied with food in the European 
battle against misery — showed 
slight improvement, but mainly 
because the United States con- 
tinued the essentially uneconomic 
shipment of fuel from America. 
Despite the drain on Atlantic 
shipping and European dollar cred- 
its, these shipments provided the 
vital stopgap to the difficulties 
caused by Europe’s still erratic 
distribution system, 

Currently Europe’s saddest pic- 
ture of ‘human misery is presented 
by the Moldavian provinces of Ro- 
mania where, unofficial reports 
say, hundreds are dying daily from 
starvation and exposure. There 
are fears that the spring months, 


linstead of bringing relief, will un- 


leash a series of virulent epidem- 
ics, unless sufficient drugs are 
made available to prevent the 
spread of disease. 

The Romanian government im- 
posed drastic measures ,to curtail 
food consumption in all parts of 
the country and pressed for vital 
grain imports. 

While the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, Prof. Traian Savulescu, is- 
sued reassuring statements that 
available food would last until 
March and promised that tinned 
meat soon would reach the mar- 
ket, the Associated Press learned 
from the Ministry of Supply that 
cereal stocks were down to abso- 
lute zero. 

Potatoes Frozen. 


“We have ceased distributing,” 
a ministry spokesman said, “We 
are fighting death by all means.” 

Even if Romanian peasants 
would market their hidden stocks, 
no more than 20,000 tons of grain 
would be available. 

The frozen Danube prevents de- 
live of 2000 tons of corn and 
20,000 tons of potatoes from Yugo- 
slavia and Czechoslovakia. Three 
hundred tons of potatoes lie 
frozen at Bazias on the Danube. 

Meanwhile Romania was await- 
ing the result of its appeal to the 
Allied emergency food council in 
Washington for an allocation of 
at least 500,000 tons. 

At the other end of the map 
of Europe there is a brighter pic- 
ture, 

In Spain the working class has 
benefited since the first of the 
year from a Government order in- 
creasing the quality and the allot- 
ment of bread while reducing the 
cost. ; 

An improvement in the food and 
fuel situation in Portugal was re- 
ported from Lisbon where the re- 
cent arrival of coal shipments 
from the United States and meat 
and fats from the Argentine has 
created an atmosphere of plenty. 

In the rest of Europe the food 
and fuel situation varied from 
hopeful to hopeless but nowhere 
did housewives escape the daily 
worry of eking out rations to pre- 
vent hunger and hardships, ‘'* 

In France beef, lamb, veal and 
mutton disappeared from neigh- 
borhood shops as meat handlers 
from farm to wholesaler balked 
at Premier Leon Blum’s 5 per 
cent reduction in living costs. 

In Italy there ‘was hope that 
promised food shipments from 
America would bring soaring black 
market prices within reach of the 
hungry. :

CATHOLIC GHURGT 
ASSERTS HUMAN, 


Welfare Council Declares 
Every Country Is En- 
titled to Access to 
World Markets. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 (UP)— 
The Catholic Church in the United 
States asserted tonight its belief 
in the right of every nation to 


access, on equal terms, to the 
markets and raw materials of the 
world, 

The belief was expressed in a 
50-point declaration of human 
rights which set down Catholic 
beliefs concerning the claims of 
nations on the world community. 

The declaration was issued by 
the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference. It was drafted by a 
special committee which included 
scholars, laymen and the clergy 


t/ and was submitted to the United 


Nations committee on human 
rights headed by Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt. 

The National Catholic Welfare 
Conference is organized by the 
Catholic bishops and archbishops 
in the United States. 

The declaration said the states 
of the world “have the right and 
duty to associate and organize in 
the international community for 


c| their common welfare.” 


It laid down the precept that the 
“unity of the human race under 
God is not broken by geographical 
distance or by diversity of civil- 
ization, culture and economy.” 

“The adequate use of the 
world's resources .by all peoples 
is not to be denied by these fac- 
tors,” the declaration said. 

Rights of States. 

It listed these among the “rights 
of states in the international com- 
munity”: 

1. The right to exist as a 
member of the _ international 
community and to be protected 
in its national life and integrity 
against acts of aggression by 
any other state or states. 

2. The right to membership 
in the organized international 
community and to the benefits 
of international co-operation. 

3. The right to the assistance 
of the international community 
in securing fulfillment of the 
terms of a just treaty or agree- 
ment. 

4. The right to obtain from

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 (UP)— 
Gordon R. Clapp, chairman-desig- 
nate of Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity, today labeled as untrue a sug- 
gestion that 55 Communists were 
found in his personnel department 
at TVA. 

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, long-time enemy of the 
TVA management, made the sug- 
gestion at a Senate Public Works 
Committee hearing on Clapp’s 
nomination to be TVA head, 

“Wasn't there an old story that 
55 reds were found in your de- 
partment?” McKellar asked, 

“Yes, it was an old story—and 
not true either,” Clapp shot back. 


McKellar questioned Clapp at 
length about a letter purported to 
have been written by Henry C. 
Hart Jr., a TVA employe in 1939, 
to Robert F. Hall, Birmingham, 
who was described as being then 
a secretary of district 17 of the 
Communist party. 

Clapp offered an affidavit from 
Hart stating that he had never 
written such a letter, which was 
published in Knoxville newspapers 
in 1943. ‘The letter boasted that 
Communists in TVA had gotten 


lieve he is telling the truth until 
the origina] or photostatic copy is 
produced and it is proved that 
Hart’s signature is authentic.” 


Other witnesses previously said 
that a photostatic copy of the let- 
ter was in the files of the House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee. In answer to a request of the 
Senate committee, the House com- 
mittee has said that it could not 
find it in the files. The Senate 
committee has asked the House 
group to search-further for it. 


Hart admitted in 1940 that he 
was a Communist, but he was re- 
tained by TVA until he was draft- 
ed into the Army. Clapp said Hart 
was not fired because he believed 
the youth had sincerely renounced 
his Communist party affiliations. 

“You are not a Communist?” 
McKellar asked Clapp. 

“No, I am not a Communist,

Miss Mary's Tales 
Of the Olden Days 


By Leonard Hall 


0 N a sunny day last week, business took us over to the little 


town of Belgrade which lies some four miles west of High- 
way 21 on a road that turns off just north of Caledonia. It 
Was a beautiful morning for January and the birds seemed to 
agree with us on this point. 
In every thicket of wild rose 
along the road, pairs of 
mocking birds flashed their 
white wing-bars in the sun 
and sang softly as though to 
say that spring is not far 
off. A resident winter mock- 
ing bird in the environs of 
St. Louis, while not exactly 
a rarity, is still rather un- 
usual; but here in Belleview 
Valley he hardly seems to be 
a migrant at all. There were 
blue birds, too, shining 
brightly in the sunlight as 
they flew from one fence 
post to another—and we 
saw two northern shrikes 
along the telephone wires. 
While the shrike is classed 
by the ornithologist as a 
song bird, he is actually a 
bird of prey and the term “butcher bird” fits him very well. 
He perches on the tip of some small tree or on the phone wires 
along the country road and swoops down to catch the larger 
insects, shrews and mice, and even the smaller song birds. 
The town of Belgrade is not as old a settlement as Cale- 
donia or Belleview, although it lies in a western arm of Belle- 
view Valley which was opened up to farming at about the same 
time. We took advantage of our trip that morning to pay a 
call on Miss Mary Relfe and Mrs. Josie Relfe Henderson, who, 
I am sure, would not mind being classed as among the oldest 
settlers in the Belgrade community. The Relfe family, in truth, 
were among the very earliest people to come into Iron county. 
In Caledonia, across from the Presbyterian Church, stands the 
beautiful old white frame house that was built early in the nine- 
teenth century by Dr. James Hugh Relfe, the founder of the 
family. This pioneer pushed westward from Virginia and must 
have come into the valley very soon after Caledonia was estab- 
lished in 1819. of 
ao ok oot’ 
He served in the Black Hawk War, represented his 
district in the Missouri State Legislature from 1835 un- 
til] 1848, was United States Marshal for the District of 
Missouri and then went to Washington as a member of 
the House of Representatives from 1848 until 1847. Dur- 
ing that period, some of the lands he owned, including 
the famous Iron Mountain, were disposed of by a cousin 
in whose hands he had placed his affairs to be handled 
during his absence. Needless to say, the proceeds from 
these sales disappeared along with the cousin. After 
Dr. Relfe returned to Caledonia, he practiced medicine 
until his death at the close of the Civil War.

@ WE HAD A PLEASANT VISIT WITH Miss Mary and Miss 
Josie, as they are known to their friends. Miss Mary is spare 
of frame, with eyes that have. never lost their twinkle of merri- 
ment and goodwill. She is full of stories of the olden times and 
all of them sparkle with good humor. It was a Mr. Hutchings, 
she said. who had filed on large tracts of land down both sides 
ef Big River and who established not. only the Liberty Baptist 
Church at Belgrade but many other Baptist churches through 
this part of the country. On one occasion he had set the 
preacher of one of these churches up with 40 acres of ground to 
help eke out his undoubtedly modest living. Not long after- 
ward, as soon as things were well established, the preacher sold 
the 40 acres, left his flock without a pastor and went his way 
rejoicing. Then there was the story of the Boone grandfather's 
clock—one of those marvelous clocks which counts the days of 
the year and the phases of the moon, as well as counting off the 
hours. This clock belonged to an uncle of Miss Mary and Miss 
Josie and was coveted by a neighbor who finally acquired pos- 
gession of it mainly by means of the judicious application of 
jugs of hard cider and similar libations. To this day, that clock 
remains in the hands of the neighbor's family and has, over 
the years, become known as the Daniel Boone clock. 
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The truth of the matter is, however, that it belonged 
to a settler named Bill Boone—perhapPs a distant relative 
of the great pioneer and scOut—who had come out from 
the east in a covered wagon. A fat fellow he was—and 
of a nature not too gentile—so that the community was, 
probably not too put out when he disposed of his land, 
loaded up his covered wagon again and pushed on west- 
ward with the Forty-niners. Anyhow, that is the story 
of the Boone clock and I hope I haven't told any tales 
out of school. 


@ MISS JOSIE IS ult wotleande of the two sisters, who 
-live comfortably together in their pleasant house on the north 
edge of town, and I think that she babies Miss Mary. The 
house is not the original home on this land which belonged to 
the distaff side of the Relfe family, yet it is old enough for the 
dining room and kitchen to be floored with great, wide pine 
boards such as hardly exist today. Behind the house are two 
springs with an old springhouse. Not far away is the site of the 
original homestead which burned down many years ago. Much 
of the old furniture belonging to the Relfes and the Linns was 
lost when this house burned, but some old things remain which 
caught our eye. There was in the dining room a great walnut 
chest, almost ceiling high and almost a perfect match to one I 
remember in my grandfather's house. On the back porch was a 
fine small spinning wheel and in the living room a handsome 
mirror in a gilt frame which must have come into the valley a 
long time ago. 


@ WE STAYED a Ducal” cnenissinees than we 
should have—and could have spent the afternoon listening to 
tales of the old times and drinking in from such first hand 
sources the history of the valley. Miss Mary has an eye for 
such things—and was long the Belgrade correspondent for the 
Potosi Independent. I think our visit was the beginning of a 
pleasant friendship which we will renew whenever the opportu- 
nity arises to drive over Belgrade way.

HEN Clarence (Gully) Owen 
Wise Paul (Bev) Brown split 

their long-time partnership in 
the racing news distribution busi- 
ness here last week, the Capone 
syndicate of Chicago took a for- 
ward step in its program to 
muscle in on the old Annenberg- 
Ragen racing news combine. 

For months “Gully” and “Bev” 
resisted encroachment by the Chi- 
cago mobsters, but the pressure 
seemingly became too great for 
Brown. The word is going the 
rounds that “Bev jumped,” and 
the Post-Dispatch learned that the 


aging Brown plans to resign Feb. 
10 as vice-president of Pioneer 
News Service, Inc., the St. Louis 
retail outlet for the -Annenberg- 
Ragen service. Owen, associates 
declare, is determined to continue 
his resictance of encroachment. 


Like an octupus throwing out 
its tenacles, the Capone syndicate 
has been moving across country, 
seeking to engulf the Annenberg- 
Ragen business. St. Louis was an 
important point of invasion, and 
the invaders used every effort 
short, of gunplay to drive a wedge 
into the territory dominated for 
years by Brown and Owen. The 
death on Jan. 25 of Al Capone 
will make small difference in the 
plans of his followers. They car- 
ried on during the years he spent 
in prison and following his re- 
lease, when his mental faculties 
were impaired by disease. 


Directing this enterprise of the 
Capone gang remnants is Jack 
“Greasy Thumb” Guzik, survivor 
of the late Al’s original mob and 
master manipulator of underworld 
“big business.” It was Guzik, who, 
in the bloody prohibition days, 
kept the records of the payoffs to 
police and prohibition agents, tab- 
ulated the earnings of the Chicago 
disorderly houses, kept books on 
the booze channeled to the speak- 
easies from the rum rows off New 
York, New Orleans and Miami, 
and who remained in close touch 
with the Capone muscle depart- 
ment to insure that no one stepped 
out of ranks and dealt with rival 
interests, 

There are young newspaper 
readers today, who had never 
heard of “Greasy Thumb” Guzik, 
and to whom “Scarface” Al Ca- 
pone is vaguely associated with a 
movie in which Edward G. Robin- 
son played the part of a gangster. 
It is for these, largely, that the 
pages of the underworld history 
are turned back briefly—to illus- 
trate what a community is spared 
when it does not have a Capone, 
or a Guzik, to cope with. 

It was prohibition, with its hun- 
dreds of speak-easies and its at- 
tendant vice and political corrup- 
tion, that made “Greasy Thumb” 
Guzik and his boss, Al Capone, 
possible. The illicit liquor traffic, 
with millions to be made from 
alky and hootch, developed hood- 
lums such as the average citizen 
did not suspect existed in these 
United States until the tommyguns 
began to chatter in the hectic ’20s. 

To enumerate a few of these 
bravos, who turned bustling Chi- 
cago and neighboring Cicero into 
a gangsters’ battlefield, there 
were: the six Gennas, killers -all; 
John Scalise and Albert Anselmi, 
Capone’s ace gunners; Vincent 
(The Schemer) Drucci, a mad gun- 
man known as the “Shooting 
Fool”; Dion O’Banion, the smiling 
florist, reputedly responsible for 25 
killings, shot to death in his florist 
shop; Earl, Hymie Weiss, safe- 
cracker, election terrorist and kill- 
er, who gave the world the tech- 
nique known as “taking him for a 
ride.” 
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OUIS ALTERIE, a Colorado 
L cowboy before moving into Chi- 

cago with prohibition; Klon- 
dike and Myles O’Donnell, known 
as the West Side O’Donnells, who 
feared nobody; the four South 
Side O’Donnells—no relation to 
the West Side clan; “Polack Joe” 
Saltis; Johnnie Torrio of the old 
Five Points New York gang, who 
organized the Chicago booze rack- 
et; Frank Uale (Frankie Yale), 
New York gunman, who commut- 
ed to Chicago for killings, and 
many lesser fry. " 

Capone, a Brooklyn “Five 
Points” graduate, was brought to 
Chicago in 1920 by Torrio, who 
had been summoned from the

same hoodlum finishing school 10 
years earlier by Big Jim Colosimo. 
Al made his Chicago debut at 2222 
South Wabash avenue, the no- 
torious Four Deuces, where he 
met some of the characters who 
were to become big names in gang- 
dom. Many of the ties formed 
there were to last until the Coro- 
ner got the body and the dgparted 
one was remembered with a basket 
of flowers ‘‘From Al.” 
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APONE-TORRIO beer’ was 
CF channeiea into the Chicago 

“speaks” in competition with 
the brew distributed by the South 
Side O’Donnells. The prohibition 
gold rush was on, and the rival 
factions, in 1923, oiled their ar- 
tillery. 

The O’Donnells made the first 
raid, storming five places where 
their rivals’ beer was being served. 
That same night, Sept. 7, seven 
O’Donnells were cornered in a 
saloon on South Lincoln street by 
rival gunmen, including a short, 
stocky man carrying a sawed-off 
shotgun. The description fitted 
Al Capone. 


When the shooting was over, 
Jerry O’Connor, one of the O’Don- 
nell crowd, lay dead. Ten days 
later George Bucher and George 
Meeghan, O’Donnell beer sales- 
men, were sirot dead in their 
roadster at Laflin street and Gar- 
field boulevard. The shots came 
from a green touring car, which 
slipped alongside, then sped away. 
The prohibition war was spread- 
ing and the Coroner’s business 
was to grow steadily, with 16 gang 
killings in 1924; 46 in 1926, and 64 
in 1926. The total for the period 
in which Al Capone was “Public 
Enemy No. 1” was to exceed 500 
killings in Chicago. 

Three more South Side O’Don- 
nells were bumped off before 
Spike O’Donnell, leader of the 
gang, retired am yps mw Capone 
and Torrio had qvelled a fuss, 
but it was a mere flurry com- 
pared with what was to come. 

In a local election in 1924 Ca- 
pone “took” Cicero, a prosperous 
Chicago suburb of 70,000 popula- 
tion. There were sluggings, kid-

napings and intimidation, with 
gangsters racing through the 
streets, firing pistols from their 
cars and terrorizing good citizens 
into staying away from the polls, 
A ticket of municipal officers ap- 
proved by Capone was also ap- 
proved by the voters, and there- 
after Cicero took its place with 
the nation’s wildest, wooliest and 
most wide-open towns. 


Dice game stooges solicited busi- 
ness among the passengers alight- 
ing from the elevated trains; 
there were dance halls and open 
saloons, with beer 35 cents a glass 
and whisky 75 cents the shot, and 
Capone dog tracks and gambling 
casinos. There were raids and 
injunctions, but the business flour- 
ished. The booze barons had their 
connections well set by: now; they 
wined and dined public officials 
and politicians and openly sneered 
at the law. And some members 
of the law were filling their 
pockets, too. 

Capone, Torrio and O’Banion 


| were the big men in the gangs. 


O’Banion had helped take over 
Cicero, and had received the beer 
concession as his part of the 
spoils. He did some recruiting in 


~ Chicago and induced saloonkeeper 


friends to locate in the new ter- 
ritory. His gross rose to $100,000 
a month. 
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ORRIO, regretting his haste in 
T siving O’Banion the beer con- 

cession, proposed a split. There 
was some trouble over the Gennas, 
the alky cookers, encroaching, on 
strictly O’Banion territory. The 
Irish and the Italians fell out. 
On Nov. 10, O’Banion was caught 
off guard in his flower shop by 
three killers, who fired six shots 
into him at close range and left 


| him sprawled among his flowers, 


The killers fled. 


Torrio, Capone and the Gennas 
were questioned in O’Banion’s 
murder, They attended O’Ban- 
ions funeral, first of the big time 
gangster burials. Dion rested in 
a $10,000 coffin; there were 26 
truckloads of floral offerings for 
the man who loved flowers so 
well; mounted police cleared the 
streets for the cortege. 


Then Torrio took a vacation to 
Cuba and New Orleans. O’Banion’s 
followers bided their time, and 
shot him down in front of his 
Chicago home when he returned. 
He survived the wounds, and will- 
ingly went to jail for operating a 
brewery—feeling that jail was the 
safest spot for him then. 


Released from jail Torrio went 
to live in New York, although re- 
taining his interest in Chicago af- 
fairs. He escaped serious trouble 
from the authorities until 1939, 
when he pleaded guilty to an in- 
dictment charging he had evaded 
payment of $86,000 in income tax. 
He was sentenced to two and one 
half years in federal prison and 
has not figured in the news since 
that time. 

The killing of O’Banion touched 
off the real gang war, a fight for 
commercial supremacy in booze, 
gambling and vice. Capone’s main 


objectives were to crush the 
O’Banions and their allies and to 
control the Unione Sicilione—the 
Mafia of Italy transferred to the 
United States, whose job it was 
to cook the alky that went into 
the bootleg hootch. To be presi- 
dent of the Unione was _ to 
meet sudden death. The average 
term of office was less than a 
year; five Unione presidents died 
by the gun between May, 1925, 
and May, 1929. In the background 
was Al Capone, to see that a 
Capone man should head this sin- 
ister organization. 
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HE Unione Sicillone reached 
T into St. Louis and had a local 

headquarters on North Eighth 
street, near Carr street. Two of 
the St. Louis leaders, Vincent 
Palazzola and Vito Gianola, were 
shot to death. Vito and his 
brother John were moonshiners 
and dealers in sugar, an impor- 
tant ingredient in moonshining. 
The writer saw Vito’s body after 
his killer’s pumped him full of 
machinegun slugs on the second 
floor of a bungalow in northwest 
St. Louis. The killers forced their 
way into the bungalow, where 
Vito’s sweetheart, 
woman, lived. Vito ran upstairs 
and hid in a closet. He was pur- 
sued and cornered. The blast of 
the machinegun caused the brick 
wall, against which Vito cowed, 
to bulge outward. Vito’s body 
was covered with an odd mixture 
of blood and brick and mortar 
dust when the cops dragged it out. 
The killers were never identified. 

Meanwhile, the O’Banions con- 
tinued the offensive, seeking ven- 
geance and supremacy in Chi- 
cago’s $100,000,000-a-year industries 
— booze, vice, gambling and 
rackets. George Bugs Moran, 
Hymie Weiss and Vincent Drucci, 
the “Shooting Fool,” chief O’Ban- 
ion avengers, drove past the Ca- 
pone headquarters, the Metro- 
pole Hotel, and a few blocks far- 
ther blasted Capone’s sedan with 
sawed-off shotguns and machine- 
guns. Capone’s chauffeur was 
wounded; Al had just stepped 
into a restaurant. 

Al ordered an armored sedan, 
in which he rode in security, pre- 
ceded and followed by other ma- 
chines carrying armed bodyguards. 
The car, reported to weigh seven 
tons, became a familiar sight in 
Michigan boulevard and Sheridan 
road. It became a civic spectacle, 
with spectators observing, “There 
goes Al.” 

The Gennas, the six Sicilian 
brothers, turned against Capone. 
Their warehouse and alky head- 
quarters operated day and night, 
unmolested by authorities. Police- 
men called there for monthly pay- 
offs, and there were reports that 
police cars protected the Genna 
alcohol shipments against hi- 
jackers. They entertained office 
seekers and office holders at a 
downtown hotel. Guests included 
the state’s attorney and the chief 
of detectives. 

Feeling their power, the Gennas 
made a bid to control the Unione 
Scilione. Capone met the chal- 
lenge. Angelo :Genna was the 
first to die, on May 25, 1925, 
mowed down by a volley of slugs 
from sawed-off shotguns. Mike 
Genna was next, three weeks 
later. Two policemen also died 


that day. 
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OHN SCALISE and Albert An- 
J seim, Capone’s ace gunners, 

were taking Mike Genna “for a 
ride.” Plain clothes officers saw 
the gangsters and followed their 
car. There was gunfire in Chicago 
streets, and Sgts, Harold Olson 
and Charles Walsh, and Mike 
Genna were killed. Scalise and 
Anselmi were acquitted by a jury, 
which tried them for killing the 
policemen. 

Antonio Genna went next, in 
July. That ended the Genna 
threat Al’s plans. The other 
brothers,/ Pete, Jim and Sam, fled 
to Italy, leaving their followers to 
carry on, if tHey dared, 

A shooting which stands out in 
the Chicago gang wars was the 
O’Banions’ attack on the Haw- 
thorne Hotel, Capone’s Cicero 
headquarters, on Sept. 20, 1926. 
The attackers came in eight tour- 
ing cars in the early afternoon. 
Al was having a cup of coffee in 
the Hawthorne restaurant, on the 
first floor of the hotel. Machine- 
gunners in the cars sprayed the 
doors and windows of the Haw- 
thorne hotel and restaurant with 
streams of bullets. One gunner 
stepped out of a machine to the

Many couples end in divorce 
simply because they have no chil- 
dren to prompt greater unselfish- 
ness. When our orphanages hold 
s0 many thousands of fine boys 
and girls, it is pathetic that more 
childless couples don't take ad- 
vantage of these golden oppor- 
tunities.

Morality is not inherited. 
Children are never “born crimil- 
nals.” So don't worry about the 
ancestry of any child whose 
health and mentality are nor- 
mal.

Teen-Age Drivers Are a Menace 


By Clarissa Start 


HEN the jaloppy that be- 
Wronse to the teen-ager up the 

street rattles around the cor- 
ner, with sound effects that would 
do justice to a Spike Jones record, 
skids into the driveway, and 
squeals to a stop, disgorging its 
overload of youthful passengers, 
the all-too-frequent adult reaction 
is a smile, a shrug, and the com- 
‘ment, “Those crazy kids.” 


Yet those same “crazy kids” are 
arousing the attention and the ire 
of safety authorities across the 
country for their driving habits 
and their accident record, the 
worst of any age group on the 
streets and highways, with nine 
times as many fatal accidents and 
11 times as many revocations of 
licenses as drivers, 45 to 50. 


“Statistics indicate that the pro- 
portion of drivers involved in ac- 
cidents is highest in teen-age 
groups and is followed by the 
group of those over 60,” Reyburn 
Hoffmann, director of the St. 
Louis Safety Council, says. 

“Even more significant is the 
fact that on a basis of mileage, 
teen-age drivers have the highest 
number of accidents, the number 
decreasing to age 60 and then in- 
creasing sharply again.” 

Actually the teen-age driver 
should be our best driver, from 
the standpoint of physical require- 
ments. His reactions are good, 
his responses sure; he’s alert and 
agile. Yet the record shows that 
on a mileage basis he is involved 
in almost twice as many fatal ac- 
cidents as the average for all oth- 
er age groups, and the number is 
increasing annually. 

According to Capt. Raymond 
Dowling, head of the Traffic Di- 
vision of the St. Louis Police De- 
partment, 582 drivers between the 
ages of 17 and 20 were involved in 
accidents in 1946, and 184 drivers 
age 16 and under, a definite in- 
crease over preceding years, 
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GLANCE at the newspaper 
Asics of automobile accidents 

brings these statistics to life. 
In December, a 16-year-old driving 
along Skinker boulevard, skidded 
and drove through a flower shop, 
fortunately leaving more broken 
blossoms than broken bones, 

In the same week a 17-year-old 
was injured when his car over- 
turned. Last fall, a 17-year-old 
driver struck a 9-year-old girl, and 
a friend driving a car just behind 
him told police they had been 
“racing between stop signs shortly 
before the accident occurred.” In 
September a Kirkwood High 
School student was killed when 
the Model T he was driving over- 
turned. 


Last summer a Riverview High 
School boy was killed when his 
car skidded and hit a telephone 
pole, while on South Broadway 
nine persons were injured in a 
head-on collision caused when a 
17/year-old driver lost control of 
Two adults were in the 
car that was struck and seven 
youngsters, boys 19, 16, 15, and 12, 
and two girls, 14, were in the other 
car.

In Southern California, two civic 
problems have been caused by the

Lack of proper instruction, as 
well as natural youth exuberance, 
is responsible for much of the poor 
teen-age record.

For this reason, the American 
Automobile Association, the Na- 
tional Safety Council and allied 
organizations are in favor of driv- 
er training and education courses 
in the curriculum of every high 
school. 

“Training accomplishes two 
principal things,” a Women’s 
Home Companion article on the 
subject quotes H. J. Brunnier, 
president of the AAA. “First, it 
prepares the student to live a long 
and usefy) life; second, the princi- 
ples of safety and skillful driving 
taught during youth will continue 
to have an influence through the 
years, With promise of new gen- 
erations of safer drivers for the 
future.” 

St. Louis public schools, which 
suspended their driving classes at 
the beginning of the war, are re- 
opening them this current semes- 
ter, and instruction will be avail- 
able at most of the high schools.

hess 
A tv mechanical reproduction 
of music is that it discourages 
all interest in an active participa- 
tion in music making. The ease 
with which a piano sonata per- 
formed by an accomplished pro- 
fessional can be piped into one’s 
living room makes the personal 
effort of acquiring a little skill at 
the piaho seem unnecessary and 
even slightly pretentious. As a 
consequence only those whose 
gifts in that direction appear to 
be unusual—and form the promise 
of a career—are encouraged to 
undertake the effort involved in 
the mastery of an instrument, 

So at least the argument runs. It 
is exaggerated perhaps. Millions of 
boys and girls still study the 
piano and other instruments and 
not many of them will ever be- 
come professionals. Nevertheless 
it is quite true that the existence 
of mechanical music does exert a 
pressure against the cultivation of 
music on an amateur level. And 
to the degree that it’s true it is 
an unfortunate phenomenon of 
modern life. For no amount of 
experience with music as a pas- 
sive listener quite takes the place 
of active participation, even when 
the sounds so produced are a 
pleasure only to those who are 
making them. 

First hand acquaintance with 
the material that goes to build 
up a musical structure makes the 
act of listening more intelligent 
and more concentrated. It does 
not always lead to a_ superior 
esthetic evaluation, but it cer- 
tainly makes for a more detailed 
awareness of what's going on.

ANY SORT OF stimulus to ac- 
tive participation, even on a lim- 
ited scale, is therefore entitled to 
an official welcome from all or- 
ganized and unorganized friends 
of music.

THE IDEA, AFTER ALL, is not

With the exception of “Don Gio- 
vanni,” all the operas in Mr. Si- 
mon's book are ninteenth century 
products and are classified by the 
cognoscenti as “chestnuts.”

“La Traviata” and “Aida,” Gou- 
nod's “Faust,” Bizet’s “Carmen” 
and Leoncavallo's “Pagliacci.” 

Mr. Simon makes no apologies 
for his selections. On the con- 
trary he takes an effective side- 
ewipe at the snobism which con- 
descends to opera in general and 
to the old favorites in particular. 
He believes that the millions who 
have bought tickets to these chest- 
nuts have a better musical in-

It was 1926 that a public of- 
ficial was%o die in a gang killing. 
William H. McSwiggin, assistant 
State’s Attorney of Cook’ County, 
was the victim. McSwiggin, for 

-qreasons never explained, was rid- 
ing with James Doherty, a gang- 
ster, and Thomas Duffy, beer ped- 
dier, Duffy and Doherty were 
aligned with Myles and Klondike 
O’Donnell, of the West Side O’Don- 
nells, then at outs with Capone 
and his business rivals in beer. 
Harry Madigan, a Cicero saloon 
keeper, had switched to O’Donnell 
beer, which was cheaper than Ca- 
pone’s. McSwiggin, Duffy and Do- 
herty stopped in front of Madi- 
gan’s saloon and were going in for 
a drink when they were cut down 
by machinegun fire from an auto- 
mobile, which halted momentarily; 
then sped away. All three died on 
the sidewalk. 

Because of McSwiggin’s public 
position, there was clamor for a 
special prosecutor. Capone was 
sought for the killing, and a com- 
plaint was filed against him. When 
Al appeared in response to the 
complaint, it was dismissed for 
lack of evidence. 

The killing of Duffy and Do- 
herty cooled the business ambition 
of the West Side O’Donnells. 
Weiss’ death left Al's North Side 
power undisputed and he also con- 
trolled the south. He was boss of 
some 20,000 speakeasiés, king of 
the bootleggers. 

Two St. Louis gunmen, who ven- 
tured into Chicago during the Ca- 
pone era, were killed there. They 
were Tony Russo and Vincent Spi- 
cuzza. Their murders, and those 
of two other professional gunmen, 
one from New York, the other 
from Cleveland, went unsolved. In 
a hand of each, when the bodies 
were found, was clutched a nickel 
—a gesture of contempt by the 
killers. All of the victims carried 
large sums in their wallets. Their 
business in Chicago is believed to 
have been connected with the 
Unione Sicilione and Al Capone. 
Chicago was too hot for outsiders 
in those days, a fact made deadly 
clear, 

The Unione Sicilione had be- 
come a §$10,000,000-a-year enter- 
prise, supplying the ingredients 
for synthetic whisky, and con- 
trolling the sale of sugar to boot- 
leg distillers. Antonio Lombardo 
has been seated by Capone as 
president of the Unione, ruling 
15,000 Italian alky cookers and 
directing the organization’s activ- 
ities in St. Louis, Detroit, Phila- 
delphia, and New York City. On 
@ September afternoon ‘in 1928, 
Lombardo went for a stroll in 
the Loop with his bodyguards, 
Joseph Lolordo and Joseph Fer- 
raro. A block from busy State 
and Madison streets, in’ the late 
afternoon rush hour, the trio | 
passed a restaurant.

There were re- 
ports that trucks of liquor being} 
run into Chicago-from Detroit for | 
Capone had been hijacked. This 
situation set the stage for the 
1929 gang killing that shocked 
even hardened Chicago, the St. 
Valentine Day massacre. 

The Moran crowd operated liq- 
uor trucks from a garage at 2122 
North Clark street. On duty in 
the garage on the morning of St. 
Valentine’s day were séven mem- 
bers of the gang, waiting for a 
load of hijacked liquor, which they 
were to unload and distribute. The 
seven were: the Gusenberg broth- 
ers and Clark; Al Weinshank, a 
speakeasy operator; John May, 
Adam Heyer and Dr. R. H. 
Schwimmer, a young optometrist. 
A touring car, with curtains 
drawn, stopped at the curb two 
doors from the garage. Five men 
got out, two in civilian clothes and 
three in police uniforms. Moran 
and two other members of the 
gang, who were just arriving for 
the appointment with the hijacked 
truck, saw the men and believed 
the garage was to be raided. They 
kept on going—and saved their 
lives.

Army’s Operation Frigid is the largest military maneuver 
since the war. Its purpose is to test new tactics, weapons 
and equipment in bitter Arctic weather, to experiment in 
defense against possible attack across the polar ice cap. 
It is being conducted on a much greater scale than last 
years Operation Musk Ox, conducted by the Canadian Army. 

Task Force Frigid, composed of 4500 men using self- 
propelled guns, radar, new snow vehicles and special clothing 
and rations, is based at Ladd Field near Fairbanks, just below 
the Arctic. Circle. A smaller group, Task Force Williwaw, 
named after the dreaded tundra winds that develop without 
warning and freakishly blow in violent gusts in all directions, 
is operating in the Aleutians. Both forces will close their 
exercises in April. 

American and Canadian military experts contend the 
vast polar regions compose the Achilles heel of North 
America, as the most direct route from the other side of the 
world lies over the North Pole. 

The Soviet newspaper Pravda has commented sharply 
on both American and Canadian Arctic maneuvers. It said 
they hurt the pursuit of peace, asserted they are aimed at 
Russia, spoke of danger of attack by Russia as a myth.

OR 76 years the heavy iron carriage gates of Vandeventer place 
have symbolized the determination of its residents to retain the 
genteel character of their wide, tree-lined street. In the past, 

periodic attempts to open the area to various commercial uses were 
steadfastly repulsed. Now a new assault is being made—perhaps 
the final one. Vandeventer place faces extinction by proposed con- 
demnation of half the area for a $15,000,000 veterans hospital and 
of the other half for a city park. As in former years, most of its 
dwellers have rallied to its defense. 

Due to the resolute conservatism of its home owners, Vande- 
venter place remains today a highly restricted residential area. It 
sits sedately on the edge of the midtown theatrical district, amidst 
the bustle of a modern city, like a page from Godey’s Lady's Book 
in a 1947 issue of Variety. Front door name plates on many of the 
36 homes still standing have been changed from time to time. But 
appearance and atmosphere of the street generally remain the same 
as in the 1890s when it was the city’s most fashionable district. 

Statuary and fountains set among trees and shrubs in the 
parkway between gravel-topped roads lend dignified charm. Huge 
brick and stone mansions stand like fortresses on spacious grounds. 
Well-preserved interiors, elegantly decorated and freon “fur- 
nished, reflect the splendor and gracious living of a,bygone era.

The old street suffered its worst blow in 
the depression years when nine homes were razed to save heavy 
maintenance costs, high taxes and large benefit assessments caused 
by widening and re-paving of nearby thoroughfares. Some owners 
sold their property at a fraction of the original cost; the city took 
title to several parcels through tax delinquencies. Efforts to transform 
a few big, empty mansions into rooming houses were beaten down 
by those who tenaciously clung to their homes and weathered the 
financial storm. 

Those who would do away with Vandeventer place call it an 
outmoded, moribund vestige of the past. In the minds of the people 
who live there, time and tribulations have not tarnished the grandeur

Traditionally Colonial Countries Move Toward Freedom

IN THE EAST

toward freedom in Far East colonies thus far has been primarily political. 
This is the general situation: 
DUTCH INDONESIA : 

Freedom, with full nationhood, appears assured for the 72,000,000 
people of the Dutch East Indies after 300 years of colonial rule, 14 months 
of bloody revolt. They are to become citizens of the United States of 
Indonesia, which will have the status of a sovereign nation. It will be 
under the Dutch crown, but on complete equality with The Netherlands. 

The provisional State of East Indonesia was proclaimed by The 
Netherlands last December. It includes Bali, Celebes, the Moluccas 
and other islands east of Java. Last November the Dutch Government 
recognized the Indonesian Republic, consisting of Java, Madura, Sumatra, 
and adjacent area. Statehood also is being granted Dutch Borneo. The 
three states are to become federal partners in the United States of 
Indonesia. Status of New Guinea is to be settled later. 

INDIA, BURMA, MALAYA 

The Labor Party’s rise to power in Great Britain has brought drastic 
revisions in that nation’s colonial policies. Despite protests of conserva- 
tives against “scuttling the Empire,” independence recently was offered 
Burma, following a similar offer to India. In making the Burma offer, 
Prime Minister Attlee said the British wanted Burma to remain in the 
empire, but that its people were free to choose a full break if they saw fit. 

In India, an interim Government has been set up. Full nationhood 
has not yet been achieved, as Moslem League, one of two major political

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groups, has refused to participate in Government unless a separate 
Moslem state is created. 

A plan for a federated Malaya of 6,000,000 people has been pro- 
posed for the loosely associated native states and colonies in British 
Malaya. Plan reserves complete control of defense and external affairs 
of the rubber-rich area to the British, But Malaya would be granted a 
certain amount of internal autonomy, under a British high commissioner. 
Singapore would remain a British crown colony. 

FRENCH INDOCHINA 

Bloody revolt in Indochina has been the answer to French resistance 
to the demand for independence. Since last December the Republic of 
Viet Nam and the French have been fighting in Annam, Tonkin and 
Cochin China. Trying to suppress some 85,000 Viet Namese regulars 
are more than 60,000 French forces. Nucleus of French occupation 
troops is reported to be former Vichyites who took over when Japs left. 

Underlying the war was Viet Nam’s demand for full independence 
and the inclusion of Cochin China, as well as Tonkin and Annam, in 
the republic. Viet Namese charged French failed in promise to decide 
Cochin China issue by a referendum, and tried to usurp police powers 
in republic. 

Indochina comprises the states of Annam, Tonkin, Cochin China, 
Cambodia and Laos, with area of 280,000 square miles, 24,000,000 people. 
Its immense resources have been exploited by French for 200 years. 
French began actual political conquest in 1860s. Uprisings have been 
frequent. Present rebellion—at first against Vichyites—began in 1940, 
led by Ho Chi Minh, now Viet Nam President. Last March France recog- 
nized Viet Nam as a ‘free state’ within a French “union.” But Viet Nam 
wants right to manage its own affairs, foreign as well as internal.

Ste. Genevieve Keeps 
Old Houses, Customs 


HEN Pierre Laclede Liguest in 1763 chose the site for a new trading 
post, later to become St. Louis, the settlement of Ste. Genevieve was 
some 30 years old. A fur monopoly and other conditions gave St. Louis 

the advantage over the village 75 miles to the south. By 1804, Ste. Genevieve 
had passed its commercial peak. Its comfortably established citizens 
shrugged this off as no great misfortune. They settled down to the even- 
paced way of life brought over from villages of pre-revolutionary France. 

Their strong immunity to change had happy historical results. In Ste. 
Genevieve today are some of the oldest houses in the Mississippi Valley. 
Old customs survive, too. Most popular is the New Year’s Eve march of 
singing, costumed revelers from house to house. 

Three white settlements preceded Ste. Genevieve in what is now Mis- 
souri, but they soon disappeared. Ste. Genevieve’s pioneers were families 
that moved across the Mississippi from Kaskaskia, on the east bank, to farm 
the rich bottom land. After France ceded the west half of the valley to 
Spain in 1762, and the east half to England in 1763, many Illinois Creoles 
crossed the river-to Ste. Genevieve to e&cape Protestant rule. 

By 1752 a log church had been built. After floods nearly washed away 
the village in 1785, the church was moved to a new site three miles to the 
northwest. A new stone building was consecrated in 1837, and the present 
brick structure, built around it, was completed in 1880. 

The church remained the center of community life under French, Spanish 
and United States governments. Its records provide a continuous story of 
the town, and historical information on the entire valley.
